IN THIs Issur 


”S NOT AS EASY being politically 
correct as it used to be. You can’t 
just mouth the words to some 
well-worn songs and get by any- 

more. The stakes are higher. 

Just ask Bob Packwood. For years 
the Oregon senator has been arguably 
women’s best friend in Washington, 
taking the lead on key legislation for 
women and pushing it through the old- 
boys network on Capitol Hill. 

Now we are told that all of his 
good works add up to little more than 
lip service to women’s causes. All the 
time he was championing women’s 
initiatives, he was sexually harassing 
many of the women he worked with. 

Packwood isn’t denying it; he’s 
doing worse than that. He’s using that 
time-honored Washington tradition of 
blaming Demon Rum for his trans- 
gressions. He has taken The Pledge 
and is asking for forgiveness. 

Should those transgressions be 
allowed to tamish an otherwise ster- 
ling record? Yes. They make the vic- 
tories hollow, echoing with insinceri- 
ty. He was only mouthing the words. 

Packwood isn’t the only one lip- 
synching in the chorus, though. 
Minority and disadvantaged groups 
around the country are holding their 
leaders to a higher standard these days, 
and more and more of those former 
leaders are failing to make the grade. 

One of the groups upping the ante 
is the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, which recently released its 
tevised report card on the House and 
Senate. Used to be, congressional rep- 
resentatives and senators could get an 
A just for voting the right way ona 
few key bills. Not anymore. 

Now, to eam an A they have to 
sponsor or co-sponsor legislation on 
issues of concem to the gay and les- 
bian community. They have to take a 
true leadership role. Needless to say, 
grades fell sharply this year. 

The task force changed the grading 
system after Sens. Tom Harkin and 
Bob Kerrey tried to deflect criticism 
from gays during the New Hampshire 
presidential primary by waving their 
A’s from the year before. Both had 
tefused up until then to be official 
backers of any gay-rights legislation. 
(Since then, Harkin has signed on as a 
co-sponsor of the Military Freedom 
Act.) - 

Examples like these can be found 
within almost every social movement. 
They have to be. After 12 years of a 
Republican administration the stakes 
have never been higher, and now that 
we have the opportunity to make true 
progress, we need leaders with vision 
and commitment. 

Obviously, when higher standards 
are applied, those who aren’t making 
the grade cry foul. But to keep social 
progress moving forward, we must 
constantly be challenging ourselves 
and setting our goals higher.

It’s sorrowful that Supervisor Jim 
Gonzalez has a “hangover” from the 
recent election, but his hypothesis 
that I sought an opinion from the 
California Attorney General on the 
invalidity of San Francisco’s Sanc- 
tuary Ordinance to defeat him in his 
campaign for re-election is even sad- 
der. It’s also untrue, a figment of 
Gonzalez’s imagination. As your 
reporter notes [On Guard, 11/25/92], 
the opinion concluding the ordi- 
nance is indeed invalid and uncon- 
Stitutional wasn’t released until two 
weeks after the election. I asked for 
it solely as a predicate to Board of 
Supervisors or judicial or voter 
repeal of it. Your reporter, however, 
is incorrect in alleging that at my 
“urging” the State Office of Crimi- 
nal Justice Planning has informed 
the city $1,200,000 in federal Crimi- 
nal Justice Act funds for fighting 
crime will be withheld unless the 
sanctuary ordinance is repealed. I 
learned about the Office of Criminal 
Justice Planning’s letter of Aug. 17, 
1992, to the city several weeks after 
it was written. The letter had been 


suppressed by San Francisco offi- 
cials, : 


Finally, I’m baffled by the impli- 
cation in your Nov. 25 article that 
the United States Constitution 
should be ignored in favor of permit- 
ting the “sanctuary ordinance” to 
remain in effect. After all, our nation 
is the most generous in the world 
respecting immigration and natural- 
ization, and just six years ago we 
adopted legislation to permit mil- 
lions of illegal aliens to become 
legal residents and citizens. Abuse 
of that generosity by illegal aliens 
confined for probable commitment 
of felonies against citizens and legal 
aliens does not warrant toleration. 
Besides its illegality, the sanctuary 
ordinance permits (and even invites) 
such abuse in San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Los Angeles, and any other 
city with similar ordinances.

CULTURAL DISCOURSE 
Although with some delay, I should 
like to make a few corrections to the 
article “Backlash” printed in your 
Nov. 4 issue and purporting to deal 
with a cultural and to some extent eth- 
nic power struggle at UC Berkeley. 
The “tidal change in diversity” 
that your reporter finds at Berkeley 
did not, as he suggests, begin with 
Chancellor Tien; it was well under 
way with Chancellor Heyman, who 
boasted that white students had 
become a minority of the freshman 
class. This is no achievement to 
“crow about”; it is easy with racially 
discriminatory admission policies 
like Berkeley’s. Nor does it mean 
that the university “is beginning to 
value cultures other than the Euro- 
pean”: for decades it had strong pro- 
grams in African art and anthropolo- 
gy, American Indian languages, East 
Asian languages, Near Eastern stud- 
ies, South and Southeast Asian-stud- 
ies, Asian Art history, etc. Further- 
more, since when is culture deter- 
mined by skin pigmentation? 


The “explicit constitutional man- 
date” that the university represent 
the ethnic diversity of California is a 
product of your reporter’s imagina- 
tion. The legislature would like to 
impose racial/ethnic proportionality 
on college admissions, graduations, 
and hiring; but the state constitution 
not only does not mandate these 
goals but, on the contrary, protects 
the independence of the university 
so that the legislature can recom- 
mend but not require. 

If a reactionary faculty “junta” 
has taken charge of the campus, as 
we read in your article, how shall we 
explain continued racial/ethnic pref- 
erences in admission, in the award 
of graduate fellowships, in the hiring 
of research assistants, in postdoctor- 
al fellowships, in the creation of 
“exceptional opportunity” faculty 
positions, in the appointment of vis- 
iting lecturers, etc., etc.? Either the 
“junta” is remarkably inept or it is 
the product of fantasy. There are fac- 
ulty members, myself among them, 
who oppose some changes that have 
taken place, but the origin or color of 
our students is certainly not one of 
those changes. 

Apparently believing what you 
have read, you fantasize editorially 
about conservative faculty who fear 
for their power because of some sort 
of culture wars. According to you, 
they cling to an obsolete world “that 
includes Plato, Shakespeare, and 
Descartes but ignores Gabriel Gar- 
cia Marquez, Amy Tan, and Zora 
Neale Hurston.” Come off it! In my 
department, we’ve been teaching 
Garcia Marquez since before you 
ever heard of him, and how can you 
imagine that his work does not 
belong to Wester culture?

Marin Resource Recovery 


Solutions to 
fiscal crisis 
out of reach 


UPERVISOR CAROLE Migden 

has promised “radical 

reforms” in the city charter 

to help solve San Francis- 
co’s next budget crisis, but “last-, 
minute tinkering” may be a better 
description. 

Migden’s Joint Task Force to 
Resolve the Fiscal Crisis is scram- 
bling to meet a Jan. 4 deadline to 
submit tax- and charter-reform pro- 
posals to the Board of Supervisors 
in time for a special election April 
27. 

Major restructuring of city oper- 
ations usually means changing the 
city charter, which must be 
approved by San Francisco voters. 
And there’s no guarantee that vot- 
ers — who have failed to approve 
far more carefully thought-out 
charter reforms twice in the last 25 
years — will buy the task force 
product. 

So far, the most effective pro- 
posals are the least likely to win 
approval. 

In one of the task force’s sub- 
committees — the one considering 
reform of the city’s civil service — 
a gridlock of interests, combined 
with ignorance about how city 
salaries are set, has emerged. 

“Tt is quite an unfortunate com- 
mnittee,” said member David 
Novogrodsky, a field representa- 
tive for the Professional and Tech- 
nical Engineers Union. “The 
knowledge level is so low, you 
have to start off with ABC. No one 
in the room seems to know how 
salaries are set in the city, but 
everybody seems to know they are 
set wrongly.” 

The biggest “reform” so far dis- 
cussed by the subcommittee is 
reneging on a pay-equity agree- 
ment made by former Mayor Art 
Agnos. The city could save $5 mil- 
lion next year by not giving a spe- 
cial 4 percent raise to employees in 
historically underpaid, female- 
dominated jobs, such as nurses, 
secretaries, and librarians. The sub- 
committee decided, however, that 
the cut was politically undesirable. 

Another the task force subcom- 
mittee charged with streamlining 
city government has agreed that 
“massive restructuring” is impossi- 
ble in the timeline given and, con- 
fronted with the choice of either 
dismantling the post of chief 
administrative officer or reducing 
the power of the mayor, decided to 
do neither. 

“Such proposals have been the 
kiss of death in the past for charter 
reform,” said Jim Haas, a subcom- 
mittee member who helped write a 
failed 1980 charter reform proposal. 
“This is not the working group that’s 
going to come up with vast amounts 
of money to be saved, although we 
may make the city more cost-effec- 
tive over the longer run.” 

The “revenue enhancement” 
subcommittee of the task force has 
managed to come up with a few 
progressive tax proposals, but, Sue 
Lee of the Chamber of Commerce 
warned, the business community is 
unlikely to support any of them. 


The subcommittee has so far 
considered placing a parcel tax on 
the ballot to help raise money for 
the public library, creating a special 
citywide assessment district to help 
pay for the fire department, and 
charging an excise tax to anyone 
working in the city — resident or 
commuter — for the privilege of 
eaming a living here. Only the par- 
cel tax requires voter approval. The 
Board of Supervisors can impose 
the other two taxes after public 
hearings. 

The city is looking at a projected 
$200 million budget deficit for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, and 
Migden said 1,000 city workers 
could lose their jobs unless expens- 
es are brought in line with rev- 
enues.

Frank Jordan, the Public

Meanwhile, the real scandal is 
how the city lets Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. continue to siphon 
annual multimillion-dollar profits 
from the city and its residents. The 
following chronology is but one 
example of how PG&E whips city 
officials into line. 

Earlier this year, the Mayor’s 
Fiscal Advisory Committee 
(MFAC), in a study of city finance, 
criticized the city’s contracts with 
PG&E and the Turlock and 
Modesto irrigation districts — but 
the executive summary of the 
report, the only version released to 
the public and press — intentional- 
ly omitted the criticism. After the 
Bay Guardian discovered and pub- 
lished the MFAC findings and 
pressed City Hall on the issue, the 
Mayor’s Office and PG&E moved 
quickly with damage control 
maneuvers. 

Last year the city’s budget ana- 
lyst revealed in a report to the 
Board of Supervisors’ Finance 
Committee that the city lost $2.1 
million under the contracts. The 
budget analyst recently released 
another report on the contracts. 
According to Bay Guardian analy- 
sis of that report, the'city lost $18 
million paying unnecessary 
charges to PG&E. 

1991: PG&E vice president 
Jack Jenkins-Stark becomes the 
chair of the Mayor’s Fiscal Adviso- 
ry Committee, and PG&E provides 
two full-time staffers, one of 
whom, Gwenn Hardin, becomes 
MFAC executive director. 

July 1992: MFAC releases a 
report blasting the city for overtax- 
ing business and spending too 
much on social services. In the pub- 
lic executive summary, MFAC rec- 
ommends that the city save money 
by cutting staff and services but 
suggests no cuts for PG&E or tax

increases for downtown businesses. 

August 1992: The Bay 
Guardian digs into the full report, 
which is kept secret in the office of 
the Mayor’s co-budget director 
Jean Mariani, and finds a small 
paragraph that was omitted from 
the executive summary: “The city 
is unable to capture much of the 
economic benefits from external 
power sales — again due to exist- 
ing pricing agreements. Revenue 
could possibly be enhanced with a 
change to the agreements.” 

Mariani tells us that background 
information is probably in the pos- 
session of the author of that section, 
Robert Moeller, vice president of 
Booz Allen & Hamilton. 

September 1992: We make 
numerous attempts to contact 
Moeller, who, we are told, is in Sin- 
gapore. He does not respond to 
phone calls, letters, or faxes. 
Moeller’s supervisor, Bruce Paster- 
nak, refuses to release any informa- 
tion. 

September 1992: The Bay 
Guardian reveals MFAC criticism 
of the contracts. As a result, Super- 
visor Carole Migden calls for a 


meeting of the Board’s Finance 
Committee to look into the con- 
tracts’ economic impact on the city. 

Oct. 21, 1992: At the resulting 
meeting, Jean Mariani produces a 
Sept. 24 letter from the MFAC to 
Mayor Frank Jordan. In the letter, 
Moeller changes his statements. 
The “pricing agreements” to which 
he referred, he wrote, were not the 
contracts, but “the entire legislative 
framework” of the Raker Act of 
1913 — although, in the report, 
there is no mention of “legislature” 
or the Raker Act, or any of its tan- 
gled history in the last 70 years. 

Nov. 4, 1992: The Finance 
Committee postpones hearings to 
consider the possibility of renegoti- 
ating a better contract deal for the 
city — first for two weeks, then 
until Jan. 15, 1993. 

There is no need to rewrite fed- 
eral law just to negotiate a better 
deal. The city must take this oppor- 
tunity to break the contracts and 
bring Hetch Hetchy’s power to city 
residents. Municipalization is the 
only real leverage the city has.

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Fairfax sued 
over ban on 
plastic foam 


LITTLE TOWN of Fairfax, 

Calif., population 7,000, 

has been hit with a lawsuit 

from the Washington, 
D.C.-based Polystyrene Packaging 
Council (PSPC) for passing a law 
Sept. 14 banning foam takeout food 
containers. 

Concerned that the ban could 
“set a precedent,” PSPC executive 
director Jerry Johnson said it will 
not tolerate such local rulings, no 
matter how small — or large — the 
town. The deep-pocketed industry 
group has already headed off bans 
in Santa Cruz and Palo Alto by 
threatening litigation. 

Hoping to take the moral 
ground, the PSPC sued Fairfax in 
Marin County Superior Court on 
Oct. 14 — the day before the ban 
went into effect — under the Cali- 
fornia Environmental Quality Act, 
charging the town with failing to do 
an environmental impact study 
before approving the ban. 

Anearly ban in Berkeley went 
unchallenged because it passed 
before the polystyrene manufactur- 
ets built recycling plants, Johnson 
said. But today, polystyrene is recy- 
clable and paper alternatives are 
not, he said, which makes 
polystyrene the environmentally 
sound choice. He added that ban- 
ning it in favor of a product that 
must be landfilled conflicts with 
state goals for reducing waste. 

Hogwash, said Mark Murray of 
Californians Against Waste: “A 
polycoated paperboard cup has sub- 
stantially greater recycling potential 
than a polystyrene cup. Polystyrene 
is not practically recyclable. The 
economics are so bad, I don’t see it 
as possible.” 

Murray said the PSPC should be 
sued under the state’s environmen- 
tal truth-in-labeling law for falsely 
promoting its products as recy- 
clable. 

But that law is currently being 
challenged by another litigious 
industry group, the Society of Plas- 
tic Industries. “The elected officials 
of Fairfax are heroes,” said Joe Gar- 
barino, owner of Marin Resource 
Recovery, and a man who would 
like to see polystyrene abolished 
from the face of the earth. “They 
took a stand that the country should 
have taken, that the state of Califor- 
nia should take. Not a little town 
like Fairfax. They don’t have any 
money to defend themselves. 
They’re being bullied by the giant 
corporations of the world.” 

With an annual budget under $3 
million, town officials may not 


“have the money to back up their 


principles in what would likely be a 
costly court battle. 

Town attorney Lee Jordan said 
he’ ll know how the council wants to 


proceed at the end of a closed ses- 
sion on Dec. 14, when council 
members will be presented options 
arrived at after a recent settlement 
conference. If no settlement is 
reached, the battle may go to court 
within the next few months.

‘Amendment 2’ 


MAYORS OF Denver, 
uulder, and Aspen, 
whose laws protecting 
equal rights for lesbians 
and gays were officially wiped out 
by last month’s passage of Col- 
orado’s notorious Amendment 2, 
have declared their cities will con- 
tinue to enforce those laws. 

The three cities, together with 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
have also filed a lawsuit against the 
amendment, contending that it vio- 
lates the equal protection clause of 
the 14th Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution and the home-tule pro- 
vision of the Colorado state consti- 
tution. But they may be in for more 
challenges before the lawsuit is 
decided. 

“The other side may file an 
injunction saying, ‘Judge, while this 
is under consideration, Denver 
should adhere to Amendment 2,” 


-said Briggs Gamblin, the Denver 


mayot’s press secretary. However, 
the cities may counter with a request 
that Amendment 2 be held “in 
abeyance” until the lawsuit is decid- 
ed. 

Conflict in the aftermath of 
Amendment 2 has not been limited 
to the courts. The Anti-Violence 
Project, a Denver-based organiza- 
tion that tracks violence against 
gays and lesbians, announced it 
received an unprecedented number 
of reports of such violence in the 
month following the vote. 

“The majority of these incidents 
are harassment and intimidation, not 
physical violence,” said Jody 
Andraldi, coordinator of the Anti- 
Violence Project. “Fifty percent 
were directly related to “No on 2’ 
campaign identifications, such as 
stickers or buttons. Cars have been 
vandalized, stuff like that.” In addi- 
tion, said Andraldi, there has been 
one suicide related to the amend- 
ment, a 26-year-old man who cited 
fear of living in “another 
Auschwitz.” 

One of Denver’s lesbian/femi- 
nist bookstores, the Book Garden, 
had its phone lines jammed for three 
hours with hostile and threatening 
calls the day after the Nov. 3 vote. 
“Then they seemed to settle down a 
bit,” says Kasha Songer, owner of 
the shop. “But just this moming I 
started the day with someone calling 
up to say ‘Sieg Heil.’ ”

An investigation of a BART cop’s killing of Jerrold Hall reveals a police force operating without 
oversight or accountability — but with plenty of attack dogs and 12-gauge shotguns

HE AUTUMN AIR was crisp and 

clear in Hayward on the 

night the kid called Glasstop 

took a shotgun blast in the 
back of the head and died for a $60 
radio. 

It was just before 8 p.m., on Sun- 
day, Nov. 15. The lights were on in 
the parking lot outside the Hayward 
BART station, where a six-car 
southbound train had arrived a few 
minutes earlier. About 50 passen- 
gers had gotten off, and some were 
still straggling into cars or waiting 
around for the next AC Transit bus. 

Glasstop, a 19-year-old ware- 
house worker from Union City 
whose legal name was Jerrold Cor- 
nelius Hall, had ridden the train 
from Bayfair, one stop north, along 
with John Henry Owens, a 20-year- 
old unemployed custodian who 
lived in Oakland. The two young 
African American men were stand- 
ing at the bus stop, not far from the 
station entrance, when Officer Fred 
Crabtree pulled into the parking lot 
ina BART police cruiser. 

Crabtree was a white 16-year vet- 
eran of the transit police agency and 
a member of its elite canine corps. 
His partner was a highly trained 
German shepherd imported from a 
special obedience school in Ger- 
many. The dog trotted at Crabtree’s 
side as he approached Owens and 
Hall. The officer carried a loaded 
12-gauge pump-action shotgun. 

Crabtree was responding to a 
report of an armed robbery: Halfway 
between Bayfair and Hayward, a 
passenger had told the train operator 
that two black men had taken his 
Walkman personal stereo. The pas- 
senger said one of the robbers had a 
gun and described what they looked 
like; the trainman passed on the 
message, and the BART dispatcher 

passed it on again. Owens and Hall 
matched the third-hand description 
that came over Crabtree’s radio. 

Within a matter of minutes, Hall 
was lying in a pool of his own blood, 
Owens was in handcuffs, and the 
parking lot was a mass of sirens and 
flashing red lights. Hall was pro- 
nounced dead shortly after midnight 
at Eden Hospital; Owens is still in 
the Alameda County jail. The police 
never turned up a gun. 

And the man who reported the 
robbery disappeared without leaving 
his name. 

That’s about all BART officials 
will say about the incident. They’ve 
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Undercover kept: From posters to police dogs, BART police maintain a constant presence on Bay Area trains. 


clamped ona lid of secrecy that 
defies most normal local police pro- 
cedures and violates the California 
Public Records Act. The San Fran- 
cisco newspapers have almost 
entirely ignored the shooting, and 
there’s been little reaction from the 
East Bay community. 

But an extensive Bay Guardian 
investigation has turned up a long 
list of troubling questions about the 
death of Jerrold Hall — and a long 
list of serious problems in an agency 
that has some of the most sweeping 
police powers in California, and 
some of the least civilian oversight. 

Our investigation, based on a 
dozen interviews, a review of public 
records, and more than 50 pages of 
unreleased internal documents from 
the BART police and other local 
authorities, shows: 

* Officer Crabtree violated one of 
the most basic rules of modern law 
enforcement — and his own depart- 
ment’s written policy — when he 
fired a warning shot toward the sus- 
pect, potentially endangering the 
lives of passersby in the busy urban 
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area. The nine .33-caliber pellets 
from that shotgun cartridge wound 
up in the side of a tree, about 4-1/2 
feet above the ground. 

*BART’s own internal docu- 
ments contradict the official claim 
that Hall was attacking or threaten- 
ing Crabtree at the time of the shoot- 
ing. Statements filed by several wit- 
nesses, and at least two BART | 
police officers, suggest that Hall was 
more than 10 feet from the officer 
when the shots were fired, and was 
walking away. Medical records 
obtained by the Bay Guardian show 
that he was shot in the back of the 
head. 

*The shooting appears to violate 
nearly every modern police standard 
on the use of deadly force. In fact, 
the latest BART Police Operational 
Directive, dated July 22, 1987, states 
that guns may be fired only to pre- 
vent a suspect from killing or 
‘wounding another person, or to stop 
a suspected felon who is presumed 
to be armed and dangerous from 
fleeing and escaping arrest. But 
BART intemal documents and other 


records obtained by the Bay 
Guardian provide little evidence to 
suggest that Hall fit either category. 


Nevertheless, on Dec. 4,a BART _ 


Firearms Review Board, consisting 
entirely of BART police officers 
appointed by the chief, determined 
that the “use of lethal force in this 
instance was justified.” BART offi- 
cials refuse to release the report or 
comment further on the findings. 
*The fact that Crabtree fired a 
gun to subdue Hall seems to under- 
mine one of BART’s central reasons 
for the use of trained attack dogs. 
The dogs, BART officials say, are 
supposed to support officers in situ- 
ations just like the one in question 
— to intimidate, and if necessary, 
pursue and immobilize a suspect 
when other backup isn’t available, 
and to attack immediately if an offi- 
cer is under assault. Some law- 
enforcement experts, and many civ- 
il-rights advocates, question the use 
of dogs for that purpose — but all 
those contacted by the Bay Guardian 
agreed it was rather curious that 
Crabtree’s canine partner sat out this 


whole bloody incident. 

Officer Crabtree is on adminis- 
trative leave, with pay, pending the 
final outcome of an internal investi- 
gation. Owens is still facing robbery 
charges, despite the lack of a victim 
willing to testify against him. A pre- 
liminary hearing is scheduled for 
this week. 

But the problems with the BART 
police go far beyond the arrest of 
John Owens and the death of Jerrold 
Hall. In fact, the Bay Guardian has 
learned: 

°BART’s Intemal Affairs Divi- 
sion, which reviews citizen com- 
plaints against BART police offi- 
cers, has investigated 162 cases in 
the past five years, 39 of them 
involving excessive use of force — 
and not a single charge was sus- 
tained. Law-enforcement observers 
say that’s an astonishing statistic, 
one that casts severe doubt on the 
department’s ability to control 
police abuse. 

“I’ve never heard of any depart-

BART cops: Out of control 


ABART police officer shot 

and killed 19-year-old Jerrold 

Hall outside the Hayward 

BART station Nov. 15, the dai- 
ly newspapers in San Francisco gave the story 
about three inches. The papers printed exactly 
what the BART spokesperson told them: 
Black kid with a gun attacked a white cop, cop 
had to shoot, kid was killed, end of story. 
When the BART internal review panel ruled 
Dec. 4 that the shooting was a “justified use of 
lethal force,” the papers didn’t even bother to 
print it. 

But as Tim Redmond reports on Page 12, the 
kid didn’t have a gun. He might not have 
attacked the cop. The use of lethal force was not 
even remotely justified. And the real story has 
just begun. 

For years, the BART police have been a dis- 
aster waiting to happen. The department has no 
effective civilian oversight. Its chief, Harold 
Taylor, reports to no elected official or commis- 
sion. There are no public hearings on BART 
police procedures. There’s no independent citi- 
zen complaint agency. When citizens complain 
about the BART police, their charges are rou- 
tinely dismissed: Not once in the past five years 
has BART’s Internal Affairs Division upheld a 
citizen complaint against a BART cop. 

Less than 5 percent of the crimes reported on 
BART property in 1992 involved any form of 
violence; most were things like vagrancy, fare 
evasion, auto theft, computer fraud, and public 
drunkenness. Yet the BART police carry 12- 
gauge shotguns, use attack dogs, and operate 
undercover. And they make it exceptionally dif- 
ficult for the press and public to find out even 
basic information about what they’re doing. 

It’s enough to make us wonder: Should 
BART even have its own police force? 

We’re not in favor of pulling cops off the 
trains, or letting anarchy rule the BART sta- 
tions. Somebody needs to patrol the system — 
and since it crosses over so many local jurisdic- 
tions, that can be something of a problem. Los 
Angeles is facing a similar situation with its new 
transit system; as integrated regional transit 
expands over the next few decades, other areas 
will run into it, too. 


Rein in Viacom 


o VIACOM Telecommunications, the 
franchise to sell cable television ser- 
vices in San Francisco is worth 
almost $60 million a year in gross 
sales. But Viacom operates this lucrative de 
facto monopoly with virtually no regulation. 
All San Francisco gets in return for Via- 
com’s franchise is a fee (5 percent of its gross 
take) and three channels for public use. Now 
Viacom is trying to take back one of the chan- 
nels (estimated to be worth between $500,000 
and $1 million if it is returned to commercial 
use) and block a city plan to turn over the 
operation of another channel to a public, non- 
profit organization (see Page 21). At the same 
time, the company is raising rates for the third 
time in the last 15 months — to more than 
double the rates it started with back in 1980. 
For more than a decade, San Francisco 
supervisors and mayors have caved in to this 
corporate giant. The city’s only body that 
deals with cable TV is a powerless advisory 
committee on which Viacom has a vote — and 
which Viacom has traditionally dominated. 
Instead, San Francisco needs a cable TV 
regulatory commission with real teeth, to 
solve the chronic problems that plague the 
city’s cable television system: 
¢ At the moment there’s no city agency 
_ responsible for receiving, compiling, and act- . 


But California already has a state police 
force, with jurisdiction in every city, county, 
and underground tunnel from San Diego to 
Crescent City. Instead of letting dozens of small 
new police departments spring up, pethaps the 
Legislature should give all transit police respon- 
sibilities to the California Highway Patrol, 
which could be renamed the California Trens- 
portation Patrol. The CHP ‘needs much better 
civilian oversight, too, but that could be part of 
the package — and in any case, a clear, central- 
ized structure, with direct, obvious lines of 
authority, would make the transit police a lot 
more accountable, and probably more profes- 
sional. Small law-enforcement fiefdoms are 
never a good idea. 

In the meantime, the members of the BART 
Board need to take immediate responsibility for 
police oversight. For starters, they should estab- 
lish a committee to hold public hearings (at 
night, not at 9 a.m.) on BART police practices, 
with the goal of establishing an independent cit- 
izen complaint agency, like Berkeley’s Police 
Review Board or San Francisco’s Office of Cit- 
izen Complaints. BART’s operating rules 
should be changed to make the police chief 
directly accountable to the board. All reports of 
serious police misconduct, like excessive use of 
force, should be forwarded to the board, too, 
and board members should be informed of the 
outcome of each investigation. In extreme cas- 
es, such as fatal shootings, the final disciplinary 
authority should rest with the board, not with 
the chief. 

Among other things, the board ought to 
review and publicly reconsider BART police 
training procedures, and policies on 
the use of dogs, the use of lethal force on fleeing 
suspects, and the use of firearms, especially 
powerful weapons like shotguns, in crowded 
urban areas. 

But even before that happens, the BART 
Board members need to open an inquiry into the 
Jerrold Hall case, to find out why an unarmed 
19-year-old was shot and killed over a $60 
Walkman — and why the BART police 
weapons review board considered it an appro- 
ptiate use of lethal force. From all we’ve seen, it 
looks a lot more like unjustifiable homicide. 


ing on customer complaints. Last summer a 
civil grand jury recommended that the Chief 
Administrative Officer receive and handle all 
complaints, but the CAO said that was impos- 
sible without funding for additional staff. A 
commission could establish one clearly identi- 
fied office for receiving complaints, identify 
general problems, and air them in a public 
forum to press for their solution, as Sacramen- 
to’s cable commission does. 

Viacom has unilateral power to set its 
own policies for customer service, billing, and 
repairs. A regulatory commission could estab- 
lish standards of service and hold Viacom 
accountable. 

* Viacom has dragged its feet on providing 
support for the public-access, government, 
and education channels. It has failed to meet 
commitments on wiring public buildings, pro- 
vided only the most minimal equipment and 
support, resisted turning over control to the 
city’s nonprofit public-access organization — 
and now is demanding to take back the muni- 
cipal channel for its own commercial use. 

A strong cable commission could take the 
lead in creating and supporting public-interest 
organizations to operate the public channels so 
they live up to their potential for providing 
San Francisco residents with the vital informa- 
tion and education they need.

ESPITE AN ALARMING increase in 

homelessness, gang activity, and 

drug and crime statistics in the 

Mission District, merchants, resi- 
dents, community organizations, and city 
officials have successfully collaborated in a 
number of efforts. 

The 24th Street Revitalization Project is 
truly a model for neighborhood shopping 
districts throughout San Francisco and the 
entire country. Since its inception in the 
spring of 1989, the 24th Street Revitaliza- 
tion Committee (chaired by Supervisor Jim 
Gonzalez) has been committed to improv- 
ing safety, crime, cleanliness, attractive- 
ness, culture, business sales, and jobs in the 
area. 

Specifically, the committee has devel- 
oped the following programs: 

(1) Community Patrol Officers Pro- 
gram (CPOP): Working closely with the 
Mission Police Station, the committee start- 
ed the city’s first beat-officer program. Due 
to its success the program has expanded 
citywide. 

(2) 7 Day Street Cleaning Services: 
Working closely with the city’s Department 
of Public Works, the committee was suc- 
cessful in obtaining seven-day-per-week 
street-cleaning on Mission and 24th streets. 
In addition, the committee has sponsored 
community sidewalk clean-up events. 

(3) Business Retention: To improve the 
attractiveness of the 24th Street corridor 
while assisting merchants with lease agree- 
ments, the committee worked hand-in-hand 
with the 24th Street Merchants Association 
and Mayor’s Office of Economic Planning 
and Development to launch the Facade 
Improvement Loan Program. The success 
of this program has persuaded city officials 
to expand it citywide. 

(4) Rezoning of 24th Street: With guid- 
ance from the Department of City Planning 
in 1989, 24th Street was rezoned as a 
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A revitalized 24th Street 


Neighborhood-Commercial District (low- 
scale) for small businesses. The intent here 
was to protect the mom-and-pop shops from 
displacement by denying large fast-food 
restaurants from establishing on 24th Street. 
This zoning has proven successful. 

(5) Beautifying 24th Street: With fund- 
ing by the Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development through the use of special ear- 
marked federal dollars titled “Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) Public 
Space Improvements Grant,” the committee 
revitalized murals and improved lighting 
and security in the 24th Street minipark 
(local artists were hired for mural work). It 
also improved Balmy Alley murals; 
repaved the alleyway; added decorative 
“Emblems of the Americas,” symbols of the 
origins of many local residents; and, work- 
ing with the Real Alternatives Project 
(RAP) and Creativity Explored, hired at- 
risk youth to paint murals in Balmy Alley. 
Now, with the professional expertise of 
Latino architects, 24th Street has an urban 
design plan for its future. This plan pro- 
vides a vision for what could happen on 
24th Street if the financial situation permit- 
ted. 

The 24th Street Revitalization Commit- 
tee is proud of its accomplishments but real- 
izes that, to continue the revitalization and 
progress of the corridor, the issue of safety 
and crime must be met, as well as the needs 
of merchants and residents. With continued 
collaborative efforts from Mission Police 
Station, Department of Public Works, May- 
or’s Office of Community Development, 
Mayor’s Office of Economic Planning and 
Development, Planning Department, 24th 
Street Merchants Association, community 
organizations, residents, and City Hall, 24th 
Street can continue to move forward as the 
Latino commercial shopping district of 
northern California. @

N PHILADELPHIA, the Inquirer revealed several years ago, 

police dogs attacked 358 people in the course of 33 

months, leaving many of them scarred or maimed for 

life. In Los Angeles, the Times recently reported, the 

local K-9 Corps recorded more than a thousand bites 
in three years. In Washington, D.C., and Baltimore, 
trained German shepherds tore into a total of 375 legs, 
ane and torsos in the course of their law-enforcement 
work. 

In the past 10 years, canine corps scandals have tar- 
nished the reputations of police departments all over the 
country and have cost taxpayers millions of dollars in law- 
Suits. 

In Berkeley, however, police dogs have been banned 
since the early 1970s, when a City Council member 
named Ron Dellums responded to the brutal use of dogs 
against blacks in the South with a resolution abolishing 
the local canine corps. In San Francisco, dogs handle only 
a few very limited tasks. 

But since 1990, the BART Police canine corps has been 
expanding into the sort of work that created such exten- 
sive problems in other American cities — a use for dogs 
that critics say has little justification. 

“There are two basic rationales for using police 
dogs,” explained Richard Avenzino, director of the San 
Francisco. SPCA, whose agency has worked with the local 
Police Department canine program. “One is for sniffing 
out explosives or narcotics. The other is for searches, 
mainly in enclosed spaces, where the dog’s sense of smell 
can aid in finding a hidden human suspect. 

“But there’s also a perception that a snarling dog can 


intimidate people, which creates a lot more potential for 


trouble,”

Owens, reported the incident, and it 
was relayed to BART police, who 
instructed the trainman to stop in 
Hayward, and, after a brief delay, to 
open the train doors. Hall and 
Owens left with about 50 others; 
according to the station attendant, 
they jumped the emergency gate 
and walked into the parking lot. 

The police were able to find sev- 
eral eyewitnesses to the alleged 
robbery; however, other than 
Owens and Crabtree, who was the 
only police officer on the scene at 
the time, the internal report does not 
identify a single witness who actu- 
ally saw the shooting. 

An official Dec. 7 statement, 
written by BART Police Chief 
Harold Taylor at the request of the 
Bay Guardian and reviewed by 
BART’s legal department, notes 
that “witnesses disagreed as to the 
precise sequence of the next 
events.” 

The internal BART police docu- 
ments obtained by the Bay 
Guardian contain no formal state- 
ment or direct quotation from Crab- 
tree; he apparently filed no written 
report. The reports were all pre- 
pared by other officers, who arrived 
at the scene after the shooting. 

According to those reports, filed 
shortly after the incident, Crabtree 
approached Hall and Owens, who 
were standing near a bench in the 
parking lot’s bus-stop area, and 
ordered them to lie on the ground 
with their hands over their heads. 
Owens complied; Hall did not. 

Hall, the reports state, “confront- 
ed and challenged Officer Crabtree, 
attempting to take Officer Crab- 
tree’s shotgun from him at one 
point.” There is no mention of what 
the dog, who was trained to bite 
anyone who attacked Officer Crab- 
tree, was doing at the time. BART 
officials refuse to elaborate, saying 
the incident is still under investiga- 
tion.

The BART police are a bit more 
lenient than San Francisco on the 
use of deadly force to stop fleeing 
suspects. The officer must only 
believe that “the suspect is likely to 
continue to threaten death or serious 
bodily harm to another human 
being,” according to BART’s July 
22, 1987, operational directive. Yet 
the directive also states that a 
firearm may not be used “when the 
officer has reason to believe ... that 
the discharge may endanger the 
lives of passersby, or other persons 
not involved in the crime, and the 
officer’s life, or that of another per- 
son, is not in imminent danger.” 


THE OPEN RANGE 


Armed guards have patrolled 
BART trains and stations since the 
agency started running trains about 
30 years ago. At first, they were 
simply known as “BART Security”; 
the officers had the authority to car- 
Ty weapons and arrest suspects, but 
under state law, they weren’t mem- 
bers of a real police department. For 
the most part, that limited their 
authority to the confines of BART 


In 1976, the state Legislature 
granted BART the authority to rma 
police department with jurisdiction 
and authority second only to the 
California Highway Patrol. BART 
officers now have full police pow- 
ets, not only on their own turf, but 
in every one of the 58 California 
counties. 

The department, headquartered 
near the Lake Merritt BART sta- 
tion, currently employs 151 sworm 
officers and nine dogs. An undis- 
closed number work undercover, in 
plain clothes, riding the trains and 
looking for crimes that range from 
fare evasion, “eating,” and “expec- 
toration,” to assault, robbery, and 
rape. By far the most common 
crime, according to a BART police 
statistical breakdown for 1992, is 
“vagrancy”: 4,227 separate 
instances were reported by BART

It's hard to blame Healy for the initial round of misinforma- 
tion: In the heat of a bloody battle, the truth is often obscured. 
But Healy clearly knew, or could have known, within a few days 
after the incident that his official press statements had been 
wrong — that, for example, the medical reports showed Hall 
had been shot from behind. He could have called the reporters 
who were covering the story and let them know, or issued a 
new press release with updated information. 

He could have tried to rescue some of what was left of the 
dead 19-year-old’s personal reputation — and salvaged a bit of 
his own in the process. Instead, he fell back on the old BART 
strategy: When in doubt, stonewall. Then duck for cover, and 
hope it will all go away. : 

The BART Police Department may be the least-responsive law- 
enforcement agency I’ve seen since the discovery of the shredding 
machine in the White House basement. There is no press officer. 
The watch commanders, lieutenants, and captains refer all press 
calls to Chief Harold Taylor, who won't come to the phone; his 
secretary refers the calls to the BART Public Affairs Office.

Viacom wants to control 


SF’s public-access channel, 


take back the local-government 
channel — and raise rates, too 


By JEAN TEPPERMAN 


F ANITA HILL’s testimony last year hadn’t 
been televised, this year’s unprecedented 
sweep of women candidates into public 
office might never have happened. That’s the 
kind of power people can gain when televi- 
sion gives them a direct view of the work- 
ings of their government. And that poten- 
tial is currently inspiring a small group of 
cable-TV activists to take on the huge corporation 
that controls cable in San Francisco. 

The battle heated up this month, when the com- 
pany, Viacom Cablevision, staked out two new 
positions in its ongoing negotiations with the city: 
© Viacom asked to take back Channel 50, now 
reserved for local-government broadcasts. 
¢The company announced it would not sub- 
contract any of the operations of public-access 
Channel 25 to the Community Television 
Corp. (CTC) if CTC expressed any public dis- 
agreement with Viacom. 

While angry at what they see as Viacom’s 
attempts to increase its power and profits — 
Viacom could use the city’s Channel 50 for 
paying customers — cable advocates also fault 
the city government for dropping the ball in 
defending the public’s interest in cable. 

Like most cities, San Francisco agreed to 
give a cable company (Viacom) the right to 
operate in exchange for 5 percent of its gross 
take in the city and for certain services. The ser- 
vices include providing one channel for govern- 
ment, one for education, and one for public access 
— on which community groups and independent 
producers can show their programs. But, said Har- 
mon Schragge Jr., chair of the city’s Telecommunica- 
tions Policy Committee (TPC), San Francisco has devoted 
much less money and attention to public channels than other 
cities, including Richmond, Oakland, and Sacramento. Activists 
sath ies eee deste arabe cee!

“As information technology develops, so do the power and money 


that go along with any commodity of value. Each channel by now 
could be worth $1 million a year. Government has the obligation 
to make sure some of those resources are used to give people 
access to the information they need.” 

That’s how Carole Roberts, who represents the San Francisco 
Community College District on the TPC, described how she sees 
the city’s role in cable. But the committee on which she serves has 
no real power to regulate the cable company — and one of its nine 
voting members is Viacom’s public affairs officer, Sue Levitin. 

The grand jury that examined San Francisco city government 
in 1991-92 said Viacom should not have a vote on the TPC. But 
Schragge said the committee allows Levitin to vote because Via- 
com might withdraw from TPC otherwise. 

Sources who have observed the TPC since it was established in 
the early ’80s report the general impression that Viacom has dom- 
inated the committee and handpicked its members. Observers 
report seeing Viacom lobbyist Marcia Smollens, who has also 
represented Pacific Gas and Electric and other major corporations 
at City Hall, talking with supervisors when matters relating to Via- 
com were being discussed. 

In addition, records from the Registrar of Voters show that in 
the first half of 1992 Viacom donated $500 to every member of 
the 1993 Board of Supervisors — to their campaign funds if they 
were running this year, to their friends’ committees if they weren’t 
— with the exception of new board president Angela Alioto, who 
received $1,000. 

Levitin, however, denied that Viacom recommends candidates 
for the TPC, adding that Viacom’s lobbyist is at City Hall strictly 
to provide information. 

Recently, Roberts said, the TPC has grown more independent 
and feisty. What happened? “The advocacy community,” Roberts 
said, “woke up.” 

Now the TPC and public-access advocates are sounding a 
trumpet to rouse the rest of the city for a battle over the local-gov- 
ermmment channel, Channel 50.

Meanwhile, said Schragge, Viacom has been 
filling up its other channels with lucrative program- 
ming. Industry experts estimate that Viacom could 
make between $500,000 and $1 million a year from 
Channel 50 if it turned it into a commercial channel. But 
advocates say the public’s stake in a municipal channel 
is even higher. 

“It’s a resource sorely needed,” Schragge said. “It 
could provide information in an emergency like an 
earthquake, AIDS education, gavel-to-gavel coverage 

of meetings.” 
Some city officials, notably Supervisor Harry 
Britt, have opposed televising government meet- 
ings for fear that politicians would use them to 
grandstand. But Richard Esposto, executive direc- 
tor of the Sacramento Municipal Cable Television 
=: Commission, which operates a government chan- 
7 - Nel, said that after about four televised meetings, 
¥— politicians typically forget the cameras are there. 

Televising government meetings is valuable, said 
Zane Blaney, executive director of the San Francisco 
: Citizens Television Corp., or CTC. “It’s important for 

you to be able to scrutinize government,” he said. “Now you 
can only do that by going to City Hall. But if the supervisors 
have the courage to allow it, municipal access could bring city 
government to the homes of 468,000 people.” 

A municipal channel, Blaney said, could also provide a world 
of important information: schedules and locations of swimming 
pools, libraries, and polling places; information on everything 
from landlords’ and tenants’ rights to earthquake preparedness — 
in all the languages San Francisco residents speak.”

Viacom waved another red flag ina 
Nov. 11 letter to CTC. Viacom vice 
president and general manager 
Jonathan Marx said the company 
would not turn over operation of 
public-access Channel 25 to CTC. It 
might subcontract with CTC to take 
over some tasks, Marx said, but “if 
the CTC were to take an official or 
public position in opposition to Via- 
com, Viacom would sever the rela- 
tionship, as with any contractor.” 

Blaney responded indignantly 
that this warming was “an attempt by 
Viacom to muzzle the corporation’s 
voice as an independent advocate ... 
and negates the only means of pub- 
lic input concerning access poli- 
cies.” 

This means, for example, that 
CTC could not publicly complain if 
Viacom refused to repair or main- 
tain the public-access equipment or 
studios that it is required to provide. 

The Board of Supervisors creat- 
ed CTC in 1987 to help community 
producers use Channel 25 and even- 
tually take over operating the chan- 
nel. Although this goal is clearly 
stated in TPC documents, Viacom 
spokesperson Sue Levitin flatly told 
the Bay Guardian that “Viacom nev- 
er agreed to that goal, nor was it the 
city’s purpose.” 

In most other cities, Blaney said, 
a public or citizens’ organization 
tuns the public-access channel. In 
addition, most cities devote more 
money to public channels: Sacra- 
mento spends $700,000 a year on 
seven channels, Oakland spends 
$400,000 on its government channel 
alone. By contrast, San Francisco 
sets aside only about $110,000 a 
year (two-tenths of 1 percent of the 
franchise fee) to split among the 
public-access, municipal, and edu- 
cation channels. 

The result of this shoestring 
financing, Schragge said, is that San 
Francisco’s public-access television 
is “appalling.” “The demand for 
time on the station far exceeds the 
capacity, the studios and equipment 
are poor, and both Viacom and the 
city are to blame.” 

Channel 25 provides the only 
vehicle for community organiza- 
tions, artists, and independent video 
producers who can’t afford time on 
commercial television to reach the 
public. Blaney said 140 producers 
are Now on a waiting list for pro- 
gram time, which is limited: The 
station doesn’t operate momings, 
Sundays, or Saturday evenings. Via- 
com has offered to provide some 
new equipment and additional hours 
and staff, but only if it can reach 
agreement with the city on all cur- 
rent issues. 


Consumer advocates said Via- 
com has failed to live up to its com- 
mitments to the city in other ways, 
too. The 1980 franchise agreement, 
for example, requires the company 
to wire all public buildings, which it 
has not done. “Now, after one and a 
half years of real struggle, we’re 
getting Viacom to agree to wire the 
last 26 public schools,” said 
Roberts. “And there are still two or 
three community college buildings 
they haven’t wired. 

“Overall,” Roberts added, “It has 
been an attitude ... instead of Via- 
com being a real partner to this 
effort [public access] it has been a 
reluctant participant.” 


BOTTOM LINE 

Most San Franciscans aren’t aware 
of the political conflict behind what 
they see on television. They are, 
however, aware of what Levitin 
termed the “annual rhythm” of Via- 
com fee increases. Levitin said Via- 
com’s recent increases are neces- 
sary “because our costs of doing 
business increase substantially dur- 
ing the year.” Critics, however, 
point out that Viacom refuses to dis- 
close any financial information to 
back up its claim. 

Blaney said Viacom’s rates are 
among the highest in California and 
the nation. After the 1984 federal 
law deregulating cable television, 
Viacom “raised its rates astronomi- 
cally,” said Schragge. 

Because of these problems — 
from rate hikes to service com- 
plaints to disputes over public 
access — local advocates say San 
Francisco city officials should take a 
stronger stand to protect the public 
interest in cable. Most of them sup- 
port Siegel’s proposed Telecommu- 
nications Commission, modeled 
after those in Sacramento and Los 
Angeles. 

Esposto told the Bay Guardian 
that the Sacramento Municipal 
Cable Television Commission, run 
jointly by the county and the three 
cities within it, has made a tremen- 
dous difference. 

The staff, responsible to a board 
made up of county and city legisla- 
tors, “keep the cable company on its 
toes,” said Esposto. Customers 
know where to report problems, and 
staffers have the expertise to solve 
them — by individual negotiation, 
or by identifying larger issues that 
need to be addressed. 

The commission has also drawn 
up tough regulations for customer 
service: The company, for example, 
must answer the phone within 30 
seconds. If the company misses a 
scheduled service call, the customer 
gets cable free for a month. Scripps- 
Howard (Sacramento’s cable com- 
pany) must send out detailed expla- 
nations 30 days before making any 
changes in services or rates. 

In general, Esposto said, “We 
hold the cable company’s feet to the 
flame. It really changes behavior to 
have somebody watching.” @

The Campaign of the Century: 
Upton Sinclair’s Race for 
Governor of California and the 
Birth of Media Politics. Possibly 
the best pure political book of 1992, 
Greg Mitchell’s 665-page epic tells 
the story, day by day and blow by 
blow, of a campaign that changed 
American democracy forever. 

Mitchell argues — and I tend to 
agree — that the political consult- 
ing industry and the modem media- 
based, advertising-oriented strategy 
of targeted messages, sophisticated 
character assaults, and electoral 
manipulation were born in 1934, 
when the muckraking Sinclair won 
the Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor of the Depression-plagued 
Golden State. Terrified by the 
prospect of a popular Socialist win- 
ning such a powerful office, busi- 
ness leaders banded together and 
hired ad agents Clem Whitaker and 
Leona Baxter to ensure his defeat. 
Their campaign was brilliant and 
brutal; American democracy never 
recovered. 

Mitchell’s book is sometimes 
slow, often repetitive, and lacking 
in the kind of sexy drama that 
makes a best-seller. But any serious 
political nut will find it fascinating, 
and even the most avid scholars 
will pick up some new insights on a 
pivotal period in American history. 

It’s published by Random House 
and sells for $27.50. Almost any 
bookstore will have it. 


Rules for Radicals. Stewart Brand 
reviewed Saul Alinsky’s classic 
organizing manual some years ago, 
and I can’t possibly top his two- 
sentence description: “Most radical 
literature is aimed at fighting. This 
book is aimed, by an expert, at win- 
ning.” 

First published in 1971, it’s still 
the definitive guide to effective 
grass-roots activism, written by a 
world-class master of political agi- 
tation. No self-respecting malcon- 
tent should be without it. 

Alinsky’s ideas are as relevant as 
ever. My favorite: “A good tactic is 
one that your people enjoy. If your 
people are not having a ball doing 
it, there is something very wrong 
with the tactic.” 

A bit tricky to find these days, 
but Cody’s Books in Berkeley has 
copies for $9. 

The Art of War. Ask 100 top-flight 
campaign strategists to name the 
single most important political text- 
book ever written, and chances are

Every true political paranoid is 
under some form of surveillance, 
real or imagined, and for years, all 
we could do was try to hide. Now, 
with some cheap new technology, 
we can start spying back. 

Police scanners used to appeal 
mostly to fire buffs and beat 
reporters, since there wasn’t much 
on the air except local law-enforce- 
ment chatter. But today, every 
politician, corporate executive, and 
drug dealer in town has a cellular 
phone, and even we lower political 
creatures have cheap cordless mod- 
els. And everything anyone says on 
any of those communications 
devices is public property, open to 
anyone who wants to listen. (It’s 
still a felony to record.) 

It’s perfectly legal, on the other 
hand, to record the actions of your 
local cops, politicians, or religious 
nuts on a portable video camera. 
That, after all, is how we learned 
about the beating of Rodney King. 

Good modern scanners start 
around $150; camcorders run slight- 
ly higher. But competition is fierce, 
and sales are abundant; scan the 
newspaper ads and call a few differ- 
ent electronics outlets for the best 
local deal. @

His 
father was a hard-core drug user who 
abused his mother. When his father 
finally left home, he left his wife and 
family with bills to pay and no way out. 
In order to help his mother, Shawn 
turned to selling drugs. His business 


was very profitable, and so successful he 
soon had four people working for him. 
But one day, someone informed on him 
and he was convicted and sent to jail. 
He spent a year in Redwood City Jail, 
which gave him enough time to think 
about where his life was going. When 
he was released, he looked for a way to 
make some changes, and found his way 
to the Omega Boys Club. He soon 
became an active member, and with the 
help of Club founders Joe Marshall and 
Jack Jacqua, he has gone straight and 
stayed that way. 

Now 24 years old, Shawn Richards is 
using his energy, intelligence, and natu- 
ral business talents to help others. He is 
currently a senior job developer with 


the Community Alliance Program 
Employment Redevelopment agency 
(CAPER). He has started his own music 
production company, Power Pack Pro- 
ductions ... and started rebuilding his 
dreams of success in a way that he can 
live with. And very soon, with monies 
generated from the production compa- 
ny, he will be opening a new “hip hop” 
clothing store called Friendship Hip- 
Hop Sportswear. For Shawn, and hun- 
dreds of other young men like him, it’s 
along, hard trip from the streets to the 
kind of life that so many of us take for 
granted. But the guidance, support, 
and discipline of Omega Boys Club can 
go a long way toward smoothing out the 
rough spots.

Ts Omega Boys Club of San 
Francisco is a nationally recog- 
nized organization for youth, 
ages 13 to 21, emphasizing academic 
achievement and non-involvement with 
drugs. Founded in 1987 by Jack Jacqua 
and Joe Marshall, it has grown from its 
initial 15 members to serve over 300 
kids from San Francisco and Oakland. 

Now in its fifth successful year, the 
Omega Boys Club has placed more than 
100 young men (and women) in col- 
leges across the country, all of whom 
are supported by the Club’s scholarship 
fund. Most of students have come from 
the rough environment of public hous- 
ing and were formerly involved with 
drugs and/or gang violence. 

The Club runs a weekly study hall/ 
tutorial session each Tuesday night at 
the Potrero Hill Neighborhood House, 
where volunteer tutors provide help to 
students with their school work. Club 
members monitor one another’s 
progress and offer counseling support. 

The Omega Boys Club provides reha- 
bilitation and support services to youth 
and young adults detained in San Fran- 
cisco Juvenile Detention Center, the 
Youth Guidance Center, Log Cabin 
Ranch, San Bruno County Jail, the Cali- 
fornia Youth Authority, and Los Cerros 
in the East Bay. 

Co-Founder Joe Marshall hosts the 
Club’s highly rated weekly radio call-in 
show, Street Soldiers, Mondays from 10 
p.m. to 2 a.m. on KMEL, where youth 
can discuss their problems on the air, 
and get relevant answers. The Club has 
also received considerable local and 
national media attention and its share 
of prestigious community service 
awards. In Joe’s words, when black 
males “are kicked out of school and giv- 
en up on” by everyone, the Omega Boys 
Club gives them hope ... and a fighting 
chance.

DeLay Belt Maker. This guy will 
make anything your heart desires, 
as long as it’s leather. But if you’d 
rather buy “off-the-rack,” you'll 
find the usual assortment of whips, 
crops, harnesses, and, of course, 
belts. For holiday parties, I recom- 
mend the leather coasters ($1.50 
each). Keeping with the leather 
theme, I decided to escape from the 
mini-mall and head on up to Image 
Leather (2199 Market). Compared 
to the Benetton-sized David DeLay 
boutique, Image is the Gap — that 
is, big. The most holiday-esque gift 
items here are the leather bow-ties 
($19) and, my favorite, the leather 
roses. The roses come in two 
styles, long-stemmed ($15) and 
lapel-accenting “tea roses” 
($12.95). 

Moving back down Market 
toward Castro, I jaywalked across 
the street and went into Soho (2095 
Market), a souped-up Hallmark 
filled to the rafters with art 
posters, cards, and shirt. The peo- 
ple that work at Soho also make 
clocks from laminated postcards 
($17.95). A good number of these 
postcard clocks clearly depict 
homoerotic themes — a man wear- 
ing a “Save Sex” T-shirts and 
showing-off his “privates”; two 
women kissing; naked and tattooed 
hunks posing together. 

Further down Market, I came 
across Cowboy Country Western 
Wear (2352 Market). This place is 
worth a look if only for the cow- 
boy-clad guys who work there — 
all Marlboro Man from the tops of 
their 10-gallon hats to the tips of 
their lizard-skin boots. To stuff 
your Christmas stocking, they’ve 
got Keystone Brothers spurs 
($8.95 to $50). 

A few doors down, a shop 
called Under One Roof (2362 
Market) just opened for its third 
holiday season and will, from now 
on, stay open year-round. It’s got a 
great selection of unique gifts, 
from ACT UP candles ($6) to a 
safer-sex towel that proclaims “On 
Me Not In Me” ($7). It also sells a 
variety of cookbooks, such Out of 
Our Kitchen Closets by the San 
Francisco Gay Jewish Cooking 
Collective ($12.95), and gifts for 
pets, including doggy biscuits 
($1.50), distributed by Pets Are 
Wonderful Support (PAWS). And, 
for your season’s greetings, there 
are packs of gay-oriented holiday 
cards from the AIDS Project of the 
East Bay and the Life Center ($9 to 
$15). The store donates 100 per- 


_ cent of all money eamed from sales 


to more than 50 AIDS service 
organizations. 

Continuing the Market Street 
meander, I next spotted the Right 
Light Neon (3977 17th St.). An 
Odwalla fruit juice truck slammed 
on its brakes to avoid killing me as 
I jay-ran across Market again, my 
judgment clouding as shopping 
frenzy really kicked in. Here, I 
found man and woman symbols 
done up in big, bright gaseous 
neon ($125). If those don’t fill you 
with holiday cheer, they’Il custom 
make anything. 

I then headed down Castro 





Street itself, turning into 
Condomania (541 Castro), an 
admittedly overhyped (but still fun) 
condom shop. Ever the romantic, I 
made a beeline for their varietal 
selection of fake flowers — now 
latex instead of leather. They stock 
some blooming long-stemmed 
beauties called “Forever Roses” 
($11.95), potted “Hybreed Rubber 
Plants” ($11), and “Condo- 
Mums” ($12.95) in baskets. 
Condomania also carries a very 
leafy mystery species called 
“Ingrid’s Hybrid Plant” ($15.95). 
Its tag proclaims: “Blooms mostly 
at night, however with proper care 
it will occur in daylight” and 
“Blooms are of different lengths 
depending on the individual 
owner.” 

That was enough. The atmos- 
phere in Condomania was getting 
just a bit too sugar-coated. But I 
doggedly continued on my assign- 
ment. Find those gifts! Spread that 
cheer! Stumbling into Citizen (536 
Castro), my eyes fell on a few 
more winners. The shop carries a 
fine selection of black leather 
wallets, keychains, address books, 
and mini-planners, all sporting 
prominent bright pink triangles on 
their corners. The clerk informed 
me that all these items are part of 
the Preference line (“as in sexu- 
al”), handmade by two Lake Tahoe 
women. Citizen also carries a fair 
amount of Astroboy merchandise 
— holographic shoulder bags 
($75), purses ($30), coin purses 
($18), keychains ($12), combs 
($6), and watches ($75). (For those 
unfamiliar with Astroboy, he’s a 
Japanese cartoon character, cute as 
a button and queer as a three-dollar 
bill.) 

By this time, I was ready to 
book browse. I wandered into 
Crown Books (518 Castro). Of 
course it doesn’t have much of a 
selection ... but books cost too 
much, OK? I only needed some 
light reading anyway, and I found 
it in the entertainment section — 
Blue Angel: The Life of Marlene 
Dietrich, by Donald Spoto (listed 
at $24, but Crown-priced at 
$19.20). Now, you can’t get much 
campier than Miss Thing. I hungri- 
ly opened to the inside book jacket, 
which reads, “The story moves 
from the theaters and cabarets of 
Berlin in the 1920s, where she ... 
developed a taste for romance of 
all kinds.” Go, girl! 

Thoroughly rejuvenated, I 
moved on to Main Line Gifts (516 
Castro). This place carries umbrel- 
las right out of a Lewis Carroll 
story. Made by TuliPlu, their 
green-stemmed handles end in big 
fat plastic tulips. Displayed upside- 
down in an umbrella holder, they 
form a huge multicolored bouquet 
in the middle of the shop. Another 
good bet at Main Line is the 
Marilyn Monroe tie ($19.95). 

Finished with Castro Street, I 
then trekked a couple of blocks up

and Jaguar (4057 18th St.). Both 
shops carry a good selection of 
beefcakey Tom of Finland- 
inspired Christmas cards ($1

ISADORA 


DoING IT 
WHILE DOING GooD 


By IsaDoORA ALMAN 


:Many nonprofit organi- 

zations locate here. You 

will see us involved in 
bringing art to the community, 
advocating environmental protec- 
tion, and providing a vast array of 
social services. More than occa- 
sionally, those of us involved in 
these wonderful organizations 
find ourselves infatuated with 
someone else in the group. I 
assume it’s OK for a board mem- 
ber to ask out a fellow board 
member, but can a staff member 
ask out fellow staff? Is it OK for a 
board member to ask out another 
member of the organization? Is it 
reaching beyond proper bounds 
for a volunteer to ask a staff mem- 
ber out or for a staff member to 
ask out a volunteer? I now have a 
crush on a new staff member. I’m 
not her supervisor and she 
doesn’t work in my department; 
however, we are an organization 
of less than 10. May I ask her out? 


You will often hear me say that 

regarding the doings of meet- 

ing, mingling, and mating there 
are no rules, but there are guide- 
lines. Some of these are incorporat- 
ed into law, such as those dealing 
with sexual harassment; some are 
simply folk wisdom, such as “Don’t 
get your meat where you get your 
bread.” If who carries on with 
whom, or even has hopes of so 
doing, is of concern in your organi- 
zation I think the questions you pose 
are juicy topics for clarification at 
either staff, board, or policy-making 
meetings. As for “asking out” a col- 
league, up or down the hierarchy, I 
think there are a number of individ- 
ual circumstances to be weighed in 
every case. My suggestion, rather 
than “never this” or “always that” is 
to make social inquiries in a more 
oblique manner — not, “Would you 
go away with me to Las Vegas this 
weekend, Ms. (or Mr.) Smith?” but 
“How about we all go out for pizza 
after work Thursday. Jo, can you 
take that?” What you are aiming 
for is a chance to see the object of 
your intentions outside the work set- 
ting and perhaps explore the possi- 
bility of her or his interest in you. If 
there is some, you might ponder fur- 
ther steps, keeping in mind how you 
will feel facing this person daily if 
all comes to naught or, worse, ends 
badly. If there is no equal interest on 
the other person’s part, no one loses 
face, or potentially, his or her job. 


:One night a few weeks ago I 

was with a man and we start- 

ed to kiss and fondle. He then 
took his penis out of his pants and 
with his fingers wiped away a 


small amount of preseminal fluid 
from the head. After that he used 
that same hand to masturbate me 
and put his fingers inside me. 
Although a few minutes went by 
before he did this and I believe his 
fingers were dry when he touched 
me, my main worry is that I might 
be at risk of exposure to AIDS if 
he is infected. He claims he isn’t, 
but this occurrence has caused me 
considerable anxiety. I called an 
AIDS hot line numerous times to 
see if I needed to get tested. Most 
of them said there could be a 
chance of exposure but that the 
risk is small. My therapist thinks I 
am overreacting and have no need 
to worry. I haven’t consulted my 
doctor yet, but that’s my next 
step. What is your feeling, Isado- 
ra? Do you think I’m at sufficient- 
ly significant risk that I should get 
myself tested? 


:You’ve spent hours of time 

worrying over this matter that 

could have been put to more 
productive or pleasant use. Your 
therapist, several hot-line volun- 
teers, your doctor, and I have or will 
have spent our good time on this 
issue as well, and at the end of this 
all you will have is only a bunch of 
opinions, the bulk of which seem to 
be leaning toward “probably not.” 
You don’t need to have just cause to 
be tested for HIV. Tests are avail- 
able to all who want one, usually 
along with some counseling, and 
often without cost. My suggestion is 
to go ahead and be tested, not 
because I feel you are at significant 
tisk, but to put a time limit to your 
wotrying and be done with it. 


Due to a computer error, some 
parts of last week’s Ask Isadora 
were missing. Below are the ques- 
tions and answers affected. 


:I’m 23 years old and very 

unhappy. Since the age of 13, 

when my chest suddenly 
developed from total flatness to a 
size D cup over a period of about 
six months, I have had severe 
stretch marks over most of my 
breasts as well as hopeless sag- 
ging. Some time ago I had a sexual 
encounter with a man in broad 
daylight for the first time, and I 
realize how uncomfortable I feel 
about anyone seeing my breasts. I 
have been considering a breast- 
lift operation and have contacted 
several surgeons to ask about it. I 
have been told to make an 
appointment for a consultation 
(fees of $70 to $100), and no one 
will tell me anything until I plunk 
down the money for that initial 
appointment. I want this surgery 
because I feel it can improve my

body image and help me regain 
sexual confidence. There has to be 
some objective resources out 
there for learning about breast- 
lift surgery, stats on risks and 
safety, and other women’s experi- 
ences. In particular, I’m con- 
cerned about loss of nipple sensa- 
tion. Any thoughts or leads would 
be much appreciated. 


:An article by Lisa Scheer in 
the October 1992 Lear’s maga- 
ine, “How to Navigate the 

Medical Maze,” addresses most of 
your concems. Your neighborhood 
library would have a copy as well as 
an article index on any recent writ- 
ings in the popular press about 
breast reduction. Two possible 
helpful resources for you might be 
the National Women’s Health Net- 
work (202-347-1140) and the 
American Board of Medical Spe- 
cialties hot line (800-766-2378). It 
is not unethical for a physician to 
charge for an informational inter- 
view, by the way. Her/his time is 
valuable; but some will apply the 
charge to your bill if you decide to 
get the work done. After you have 
satisfied yourself as much as you 
can through your research, if you 
decide not to go ahead with a surgi- 
cal procedure, I urge you to spend 
some time with a good counselor. If 
you cannot change what is, you can 
change how you feel about what is. 


:In your opinion, does a hoop 

earring on a man’s left ear 

signify a sexual preference or 
have any other meaning? I have 
been told this indicates homosex- 
ual preference, but two guys at 
my gym wear them and I am cer- 
tain they are not gay. Do bisexuals 
use any similar means of distin- 
guishing their preference or lack 
thereof? 


:Am I to infer that you believe 

that bisexuals will do anything 

or anyone at any time? Every- 
body has preferences, even if it’s as 
basic an inclination as human being 
over plastic blow-up sheep. I prefer 
to term whether one calls oneself 
homosexual, bisexual, or heterosex- 
ual a predilection or an orientation 
rather than a preference. Dan 
Quayle, that famous intellectual and 
sexologist, is wrong to consider 
sexual orientation a choice, wronger 
yet to deem it a “wrong” one.

LOFTY IDEAL

AVE YOU NOTICED the 
recent emergence of 
cafes and restaurants 
located in or close to loft 
spaces in San Francisco and the 
East Bay? Clearly, more and more 
people are finding affordable hous- 
ing in neighborhoods formerly con- 
sidered undesirable. As a result, 
some dynamic dining establish- 
ments are opening in these areas. 
On a recent drive through the indus- 
trial area of Oakland, a friend and I 


discovered a gem of a place. As we ~ 


drove by I practically grabbed the 
steering wheel, muttering: “Wait, 
wait. What place is this? I’ve never 
seen this place before. Wait, pull 
over, let’s stop here and go in.” 

Once inside, we found the Cuck- 
00’s Nest both inviting and visually 
commanding. Created by Paul Car- 
rata (of Carrara’s Cafe in 
Emeryville), and a crew of artisans, 
the Cuckoo’s Nest is a feast for the 
eyes. A magical mural, handcrafted 
wooden tables that beg to be 
stroked, luscious tiles, and spectac- 
ular lighting fixtures make this one 
of the most artful dining establish- 
ments in the area. 

Nicos Hatzidimitriou and Car- 
tara have created a tempting menu © 
that draws primarily from Mediter- 
attractive as the food. One evening 
we began our meal with three appe- 
tizers large and satisfying enough 
to be complete dinners. Warm goat 
cheese timbale ($5.75) is composed 
of a round of creamy, nut-encrusted 
goat cheese placed atop perfectly 
cooked ratatouille, encircled by 
mixed greens, and garnished with 
cornichons and olives. The plate 
was balanced, artfully prepared, 
and pleasing inevery way. A 
spinach salad ($5.75) made with 
tender baby leaves of spinach, fen-

nel, pancetta, and hard-cooked egg, 
dressed with a mild anchovy-laced 
vinaigrette, was just terrific. A 
unique and very appealing chunky 
spiced tomato soup ($4.25) was 
warmed by a variety of spices and 
garnished with a crouton crowned 
with melted cambozola (a double- 
créme soft-ripened blue cheese). 

A special of the night — roast 
leg of lamb served on a bed of soft 
polenta ($9.95) — was tender and 
plentiful. Slowly cooked with just 
the right herbs and spices, this was 
a heartwarming plate of food. 

I’ve never seen a sandwich com- 
bination like grilled bresaola with 
pecorino cheese, spinach, and pesto 
($6.75) in any other restaurant; 
obviously the chef at Cuckoo’s 
Nest is blessed with both skill and 
creativity. Thin slices of bresaola 
— an aged, dried, and salted beef 
fillet — paired perfectly with the 
mild sheep’s-milk cheese, fresh 
spinach, and pesto ... yum. Also 
pleasing was a sandwich of grilled 
chicken with melted Gruyére 
cheese and dandelion greens moist- 
ened with a tasty ancho chili may- 
onnaise ($6.75). 

I think our server was astonished 
when she cleared our empty plates 
and we requested desserts (pre- 
pared by the Bakeshop in Berke- 
ley). A delicate but flavorful hazel- 
nut-apricot cake and a generous 
Slab of dense, dusky chocolate torte 
were sublime with a flawlessly 
made cappuccino ($1.40). Desserts 
are all $4 per serving. 

A good selection of wines by the 
glass and bottle is reasonably 
priced and carefully chosen for this 
type of food. Local and imported 
beers and Italian sodas are also an 
option. 

Weekend momings are very 
popular at the Cuckoo’s Nest, and 
while the breakfast menu is small, 
there is something to please almost 
anyone. If the kitchen isn’t terribly 
busy on weekend mornings, they 
will also prepare lunch items for 
breakfast. 

Thankfully devoid of hol- 
landaise sauce, the poached eggs on 
toasted Acme bread consisted of 
thin slices of prosciutto and melted 





Gruyére cheese serving as a bed for 
two flawlessly cooked poached 
eggs ($6.75). French scrambled 
eggs ($5), graced with a touch of 
cheese and herbs, doesn’t get its 
name through some stroke of pre- 
tentious menu writing. The eggs for 
this dish are cooked slowly ina 
bowl set over simmering water. The 
results: creamy smooth, custard- 
like scrambled eggs. Soul-satisfy- 
ing soft, creamy polenta is accented 
with dried cherries, enriched with a 
pat of butter, and drizzled with 
maple syrup ($4.50). Tuna salad 
made with capers, mint, lemon, and 
olive oil, sandwiched between two 
slices of Acme bread and grilled 
until golden brown, makes a fine 
sandwich any time of day ($5.75). 
On all occasions, servers at the 
Cuckoo’s Nest were efficient, 
engaging, and professional without 
being stiff. Located a few blocks 
from Jack London Square, Cost 
Plus, and a slew of interesting 
shops, the Cuckoo’s Nest provides 
loft residents with a wide range of 
dining possibilities. It is, however, 
so wonderful and so comfortable, I 
predict it will soon be a destination 
point for those interested in com- 
pelling design coupled with cre- 
ative, reasonably priced meals. @

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Mission Cultural Center celebrates 
its LDth anniversary

ATINO CULTURES traditionally cele- 
brate a girl’s 15th birthday by 
throwing a party — a quinceanera 
— to symbolize her coming of age. 
The Mission Cultural Center, the 
largest surviving Latino cultural 
center in the nation, celebrates its 
15th anniversary this month. And while the center 
came of age the day it opened, it’s throwing a 
quinceafera anyway — a two-day celebration of 
Latino arts in the Mission District. 

There’s been plenty to celebrate over the years. 
Some of San Francisco’s most talented Latino artists 
started out or were first recognized at the center. 
Writers Francisco X. Alarcon and Alejandro 
Murguia, Mexican artist Cecilia Sanchez, and 
Chilean silk-screener Rene Castro are among the 
many talents who have been nurtured there. Culture 
Clash, the well-known comedy trio, catapulted into 
the national spotlight with an act they developed at 
the 150-seat teatro, and prominent artists and enter- 
tainers like Carlos Santana, Nicaraguan priest and 
poet Emesto Cardenal, Chilean essayist and poet 
Fernando Alegria, and world-famous Cuban dancers 
Los Mufiequitos de Matanzas have all performed 
there. And the center has provided a roof for publica- 
tions like Tecolote newspaper and Tintan magazine 
as well. 

These days, the center boasts four floors of class- 
rooms, galleries, dance halls, studios, and a theater, 
offering two artists-in-residence programs, a string of 
classes ranging from guitar to salsa, and the largest 
and most productive community silk-screening facil- 
ity in the city. 

The center opened its door in 1977 in a converted 
furniture store on Mission Street after a year of hard 
work by volunteers who were inspired by a vision of 
serving the cultural needs of the Latino community.

At the time, the Mission Cultural Center was one of 
many similar ventures throughout the country: 
Today, after 12 years of Republican administrations, 
only a handful still exist. 


A CHANGING MISSION 

The Mission District has changed dramatically dur- 
ing the past 15 years, becoming more ethnically 
diverse, with Central and South American and 
Southeast Asian immigrants joining the Mexican 
American communities that had defined the texture 
of the area since the early part of the century. It has 
become a community whose once-sharply defined 
boundaries are less clear and, sadly, a community 
that’s suffering under the strain of a mushrooming 
population. Many new Mission residents are looking 
for jobs — and the few that are available pay little. 

Such changes mean that the Mission Cultural 
Center has to find new ways to serve the community 
around it. Once, local artists courted the center for its 
exhibit space. Today, the center’s administrators look 
out their doors and realize that greater outreach is 
necessary. 

Juan Carlos Cuellar, the center’s education coor- 
dinator, is trying to find a way that he can reach more 
youth through educational services. Many of the cen- 
ter’s classes, which serve about 300 students a 
month, are offered at night to accommodate workers’ 
schedules. 

Having classrooms empty for most of the day rais- 
es the possibility of collaborating with city schools 
for summer programs. But the city’s current budget 
crisis makes increased funding to support more 
teacher hours tough to come by. The center, with a 
staff of 14 administrators and 11 teachers, receives 
40 percent of its funding from government sources, 
30 percent from foundations and corporations, and 
the balance from classes, performances, and exhibits. 
It’s feeling the pinch. 

“We’re picking up the slack, now that schools

can’t provide arts materials,” says Carlos Cuellar. But 
he explains that, while people expect the center to 
address many of the community’s problems, there’s 
only so much the center can do: “We’re not a social 
service program,” he says. “We’re an arts center.” 
Still, issues affecting the community at large 
affect the work of the center as well, and Gilberto 
Osorio, one of MCC’s founders, would like to see 
more help coming from Mission District business 
owners. “The business owner complains about the 
delinquent,” said Osorio, “but he doesn’t put out a 
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single red cent” for programs serving youth. The city, ’ 


added Osorio, also has a problem recognizing the 
value of the center. “They’ve never seen us as a cul- 
tural center, but as a real estate deal or an $8 million 
operation.” 

According to Mario Gallardo, founder of the cen- 
ter’s music committee, the value of the center is obvi- 
ous, with events targeted at senior citizens, summer 
youth, and street musicians. “It’s very difficult for 
artists to get any money. This is a center where you 
can do what you want to do.” 

The Mission Cultural Center has roots in the 
social turmoil of the 1960s and ’70s; original staffers 
had to fight for city funding before its doors were 
even open. Gallardo credits the center’s success on 
the founders’ vision and aggressive efforts at seeking 
funds from many sources. Fifteen years down the 
line, the Mission Cultural Center is still fighting but, 
by all accounts, still going strong. @

And I wish that he had remained 
in his 30s forever and, of 
course, that he had never 
been killed. 

But then I’m a true- 
blue Moses-seeker talk- 
ing shit from the podi- 
um of a white-owned — 
albeit honestly liberal — 
periodical, rocking the 
boat just enough to get 
people to look over inmy 
direction, but never 
enough to change a god- 
damn thing. Ah, yes, see- 
ing Spike Lee’s Malcolm 
X was a lesson, an eye- 
opening experience: It put 
me in touch with myself, once again, 
real quick. 

The end of Spike Lee’s long, 
awesome movie, the part that 
begins with Denzel-as-Malcolm in 
the hotel, bleary and tortured by the 
threats against his life and the lives 
of his family — the penitence 
began there, the remorse for sitting 
on my ass and letting a race of peo- 
ple, African Americans, disinte- 
grate around me. The quote that 
usually haunts me quietly, rattles its 
chains a little louder: “The accep- 
tance of our present condition is the 
only form of extremism which dis- 
credits us before our children.” 
Playwright Lorraine Hansberry 
said this back in 1962: when my 

. mom was 18, two years before I 
was born, 30 years ago, a genera- 
tion ago ... and it still applies. 

A reviewer in the Village Voice 
(J. Hoberman) said he was interest- 
ed in what Justice Clarence Thomas 
thinks about the movie. I say, think 
hard for two seconds and you have 
a good idea what Justice Thomas 
thinks. I want to know what the 

people sitting next to me thought, 
what the people who saw it before 
me and after me thought. I mean, 
did it touch anybody? More impor- 
tantly, will it move anybody to do 
anything, to act in any way differ- 
ently than they would have other- 
wise? If not, no matter how many 
times Spike says the opposite, it is 
“just another movie.” 

Is Malcolm X just something to 
ooh and aah about, something to 
pat Spike on the back for (and he 





does deserve it), something to use 
as a cultural reference point for the 
drowned-in-the-race-issue ’90s? Or 
is it just a Big Black Movie, a 
movie that will sell a zillion X hats? 

Does the film signal anything 
except that African American 
heroes are way marketable? 
(There’s news, right?) Gene Siskel 
and Roger Ebert declare that “Mal- 
colm X isa movie for all people!” 
Of course it is — Malcolm X is 
long dead. What does white Ameri- 
ca have to be frightened of? Being 
called The Devil? 

The country we live 
in doesn’t allow a film 
like Malcolm X tobe 
much more than a 
symbol. The movie is 
turned into an emblem 

of so-called progress 
instead of the aggres- 
sive action, the truly 
progressive art Spike 
Lee dreamed it to be. 
Malcolm X lies panting 
under the weight of 
white society: It can 
educate and provoke 
emotion, but it can’t 
change the power struc- 
ture of this country. Maybe I’m 
hoping for too much from the film, 
but Spike’s the one who said his 
movie was “different.” 

Sure I wish Brother Minister 
was still alive. That he was tottering 
around to cultural events, raising 
his fist, adjusting his eyeglasses, 
and telling us what we should be 
doing. But what I wish more was 
that Spike had made a movie in 
which Malcolm had lived, one 
where things had changed, where 
life for black people and for all peo- 
ple was very much different than it 
is today. But we can’t even imagine 
that. None of us can — America as 
a place where race isn’t an issue. 
No, because as Americans so often 
say, This Is Just The Way Things 
Are. It’s Just Reality. Some People 
Are Just Racist. 

Hansberry also said that 
“Negroes must concern themselves 
with every single means of strug- 
gle: legal, illegal, passive, active, 
violent, and nonviolent. They must 
harass, debate, petition, give money 
to court struggles, sit-in, lie-down, 
strike, boycott, sing hymns, pray on 
steps — and shoot from their win- . 
dows when the racists come cruis- 
ing through their communities.” 

I write those words and wait for 
them to shake me up. I wonder, is 
this our zenith? Are we destined to 
this status forever? Mentally colo- 
nized, complaining, idolizing mar- 
tyred men? It can’t be true. 

Like I said: Malcolm X, the hope 
and the hopelessness of it, put me in 
touch with myself once again. @

BECOMING COLETTE 
Man-about-Paris publisher and broke 
bon vivant Klaus Maria Brandauer is 
delightful, deceitful, and degenerate.

HREE Los ANGELES per- 

formers careen through 

two cultures and capture 

the sense of displacement 
they experience as queer Latinos in 
Deep in the Crotch of My Latino 
Psyche. A pastiche of stand-up 
comedy, performance, and confes- 
sion, the show is wildly uneven but 
full of canny social analysis. And 
not without some good laughs. 

The trio — Albert Antonio 
Araiza, Monica Palacios, and Luis 
Alfaro — defines their situation in 
voiceover as the proceedings begin, 
the stage black. They’re Chicanos, 
queers, consumers, artists. Yet for 
all the possibilities they encompass, 
the group fears typecasting. So, 
they promise: “No Aztec music, no 
Vicki Carr jokes, no low riders, no 
Day of the Dead installations....” 
No sooner do the lights come up, 
though, and they’re zipping onstage 
with pifiata hats to the theme from 
The Twilight Zone. 

Anarchy reigns for the next 70 
minutes. Early on, Alfaro cuts loose 
as a 12-stepping Frida Kahlo, 
thrashing her way through San Fran- 
cisco. This Frida is part Groucho, 
part Tia someone or other, waxing 
nostalgic about cruising lesbian 
bars one moment and taking on 
America the next: “Oh say can you 
see? No, because I’m oppressed 
and it’s your fault.” (It’s all in the 
timing, and Alfaro’s got it down.) 
Later in the show, Araiza works the 
same notion, more seriously and 
from a different angle, as he out- 
lines the conditions underlying the 
riots following the Rodney King 
case. 
Although abuse and dismissal 
by the dominant culture are recur- 
ring themes, Araiza, Palacios, and 
Alfaro — separately and in collabo- 
ration — raise the stakes by exam- 


ining the fear of difference within 
Chicano life. In a well-wrought 
monologue, Araiza portrays a gay 
homeboy whose attempts, along 
with his boyfriend’s, to cover their 
tracks are at first comical (both take 
girls to a party, but the sight of one 
lover making out pierces the other’s 
soul), but become less so when 
AIDS intrudes. Palacios covers 
similar territory in a vignette about 
the journey from tomboy to lesbian 
(short road, long trip). Quips about 
cowboy drag, male power, and les- 
bians’ supposed “uncontrollable 
desire to chase Girl Scouts” evolve 
into a triumphant assumption of

ence. It’s the fruition of a 10-year 
partnership between local cyber- 
sculptor Chico MacMurtrie (artistic 
director) and writer-composer Bruce 
Darby (musical director). 

For their buoyant production, 
they‘ve teamed up with Rick Sayre 
(technical director), computer wiz 
Philip Robertson (who programmed 
the “Software Score”) and a cast of 
15 Bay Area dancers, singers, musi- 
cians, and performance artists 
(including the butoh-like dance duo 
of Hannah Sim and Mark Steger). 

A humorous yet haunting-rumi- 
nation on the human condition that 
ebbs and flows like the human 
body’s own biorhythms, this slightly 
toxic opera swirls around you like 
some primitive yet postmodern 
cycle of creation and destruction. 
The performers (human and 
humanoid) prance around locked in 
a high-tech hoedown/primeval 
dance of death, as mechanical Dog 
Monkeys trail a fearsome Kali figure 
across an ashen wasteland called 
the “Chamel Ground.” 

Trigram’s supporting cast 
indudes a 20-foot Horn Body, three 
Horny Skeletons, a trio of Drip 
Fetuses, Liquid Inseminating 
Devices, Overconsumption Man (a 


sexual awareness: “I was ready to 
embrace other women ... pressing 
my soul against hers ... pressing my 
breasts against hers.” 

A visceral appreciation of their 
cultural roots echoes through each 
performer’s contributions. A skit 
about Our Lady of Guadalupe Floor 
Wax takes a swipe at the white 
social elite, but also nods joyfully at 
Latino devotion to the Virgin Mary. 
The trio’s farewell reworks a famil- 
iar, late-night domestic scene. 

The emphatic embrace of their 
heritage makes the clash between it 
and their sexuality all the more 
wrenching. Palacios tells of being 
invited to a university showcase for 
Latino comics and having to 
endure two hours of fag jokes that 
have gone over well with the audi- 
ence. She is torn between anger 
over the jokes and wanting to feel 
pride at so many Latinos seeking 
higher education. She toughs it out 
onstage without downplaying her 
queemess, but the victory of being 
true to herself — as it was for the 
homeboy and his lover — is bitter- 
sweet. 

For all its spiky humor and vital- 
ity, inadequate staging (even for a 
low-tech effort) severely undercuts 
the impact of Deep in the Crotch. 
The opening and the whispered 
“Secrets” suffer the most, but the 
whole piece — the ensemble bits in 
particular — cries out for shaping. 
Attention to pacing is also in order. 
That said, these “Latino Homos 
Without a Home” are on to some- 
thing provocative and original 
about the conflicting elements that 
inform identity. @

If not exactly footloose and fan- 
cy-free, MacMurtrie’s computer- 
controlled cyborgs aren't herky- 
jerky hulks, either. These kinetic 
totems are strangely sentient beings 
that run on compressed air. A for- 
mer artist in residence at the 
Exploratorium, MacMurtrie explains 
that his use of compressed air to 
breathe life into pneumatic sculp- 
tures “has to do with the ecological 
relationships that threaten our exis- 
tence. The sound and motions echo 
the anguish we feel in a world 
where we are deprived of the pure 
by our dependence upon machines 
that we once controlled.” 

Just in time for the holidays, this 
darkly radiant Trigram promises to 
be unlike anything else you've ever 
experienced.

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A local alternative rocker sounds off on the 
imperiled state of independence

FEW YEARS AGO, an 8-year~ 

old wearing a Jane's 

Addiction T-shirt might 

ave been a sign of pre- 

cocious rebellion. In 1992, it's merely 

indicative of how much MTV the kid 

watches. “Altemative” rock has become 

mainstream, a self-reflexive parody. 

Cult appeal has become mass appeal. 

“Anti-establishment” is now “hip” — 

with help from such mind-numbing 

establishment outlets as Live 105 and 
MTV. 

As soon as a new permutation of 
rock music is labeled in this Media Age, 
it’s packaged and sold on the mass 
market. With bands like Nirvana 
becoming global symbols of cultural 
belligerence, the term altemative is used 
to sell an image devoid of the original 
aesthetic The alternative scene that 
was once defined by the individual is 
now being sold to the individual. The 
music media's mutation of an individ- 
ualistic ideal into a full-color cover is 
no different from the Bartles & Jaymes 
wine-cooler ads’ depiction of hard- 
working, geriatric, anti-corporate booze- 
makers who are, in fact, actors posing 
as mascots for a huge alcoholic-drink 
company. The press has become a 
commercial for the counterculture, 
capitalizing on whatever bands it can 
find. Radio and television have become 
home shopping networks, providing a 
“new and different” image at the press 
of a button, marketing bands like the 
Red Hot Chili Peppers and Sonic Youth 
as “pieces” of the alternative scene. 

Defying the mainstream Mafia, how- 
ever, the Bay Area's post-punk authen- 
tic underground remains one of the 
largest, most productive, progressive, 
mutticuttural, and anti-mainstream musi- 
cal communities in this country. 
Untainted by big bucks and virtually a 
publicity virgin (both in its own com- 
munity and the outside world), the 
scene is brimming with secret talent 
A myriad of unsigned independent 
bands (and a few signed) share music 
directly with the locals, and with the 
help of international correspondences 
have a few tapes floating around Europe 
somewhere. 

Still, thanks to the penetrating press, 
even the term independent has become 
as nebulous as the American movie- 
ratings system. In the broadest sense 
of the word, independent usually applies 
to the nontraditional classification ofa 
band that is not clearly “rock” or “folk” 
or “punk.” An independent band can 
also be an unsigned or unsignable band, 
usually self-promoted and -funded, or 
a signed band on a label not affiliated 


with a large conglomerate. 

lronically, local independent and/or 
alternative bands must warily depend 
somewhat on the media machine to 
cultivate their audience. Bands main- 
tain little control in the jaws of jour- 
nalism. Even music writers with the 
best intentions can condemn a band 
with mistruths, often using another 
band as reference, rather than a well- 
chosen adjective. Bands within a press- 
infested scene (a Seattle band, for 
example) can be denounced both for 
sounding too much and not enough 
like the established norm (i.e., a Sub 
Pop band). 

The power of the printed word 
unfortunately looms large. Along with 
this power, local publications have a 
responsibility to serve this amazing 
community as best they can. And, 
regardless of the Express’ Gina Amold 
devoting her weekly column to mega- 
bands, and BAM's annually irrelevant 
Bammies, the Bay Area underground 
continues to take care of its own. It is 
exciting to see local bands “make good” 
when recognized by reputable out- 
siders — when, for example, half the 
planet can hear Thinking Fellers Union 
Local 282 thanks to the BBC's John 
Peel — but less exciting when bands 
like Faith No More sweep the globe 
under the inaccurately applied “alter- 
native” label. 

Thus, the undiscovered and the 
unknowns are vital components of the 
Bay Area's hydra-headed “rock” scene, 
and they provide true altematives to 
the predictably slick marketables that 
tame and oppress the average listen- 
er. Music lovers, not money-grubbers, 
support and sustain this scene, from 
local DJs on KALX and KUSF to such 
adventurous bookers as Lexa Walsh 
at the Heinz Afterworld Lounge, where 
no one pays to play, and no one plays 
to pay (their rent). In addition, sprout- 
ing new labels like Electro Motive and 
Diamante Negro distribute and com- 
pile their local favorites, just saying no 
to ominous Time WamerHike cor- 
porations. These people are dearly not 
in it for the money, but forthe love of 
eamest music and art 

Our scene is independent in spir- 
it, most often financially independent 
(or independent of finances, as the 
case may be) and supported solely by 
the community. That spirit is exem- 
plified by the statement found on the 
back of the Akrobat Sh666n compi- 
lation (mixed at Polymorph Studios in 
Oakland and paid for by the partici- 
pating bands): The album was made 
“.« inan attempt to work cooperatively 
as amusic community and share music 
with one another and the music lov- 
ing public at large.” Back off, MTV. @

Brennan's starkly prosaic lyrics (about his father's 
demise, his brother's homosexuality, wife-beat- 
ing next door, a house burning down) and his 
multisource, big guitar buzz hard-rock (Lou Reed, 
early Neil Young, late Replacements) would 
benefit from bigger production.

DANCING WHO WE ARE 


The Gay Asian 
Pacific Alhance 
Dance Company 
is determined 
to change how 
we think about men 
dancing

URING A postperfor- 

mance discussion of Jon 

Weaver’s Cold Cash 

Variations last summer, 
one spectator commented on how 
beautiful it was to watch men danc- 
ing together. The remark elicited a — 
lot of head-bobbing, and not just 


from the gay members of the audi- 
ence. It may not be rare to see men 
dancing together anymore, but by 
no means is it common. The taboo 
of men touching one another except 
in handshakes and backslaps is still 
alive and sick. 

One person who is determined 
to rattle the cage of this stereotypi- - 
cal maleness is Voltaire Gungab, 
founder and artistic director of 
GAPA Dance Company. GAPA, 
which won the 1992 Cablecar 
Award for best entertainment, grew 
out of the Gay Asian Pacific 
Alliance (GAPA), a support group 
for gay and bisexual Asians and 
Pacific Islanders. This weekend 
(Dec. 12 and 13), the company will 
perform a mixed repertoire of mod- 
em and folklorically derived works 
at San Francisco Dance Theatre. 

Gungab founded GAPA Dance 
in 1990 shortly after he had joined 
the alliance and realized that there 
were few venues where gay Asian 
males could affirm their identity. “I 


wanted to show who we are. We are 
gay men, we are Asian and Pacific 
Islanders, and we cannot be 
ignored,” he said during a rehearsal 
break. “Within the Asian Pacific 
community there are many artisti- 
cally talented people. I want people 
to see us, because we are not going 
away.” 

A dance ensemble seemed a logi- 
cal choice. For one thing, Manila- 
born Gungab had trained as a dancer 
with the Bayanihan Philippine 
Dance Company, and in the 1970s in 
Stockton he ran the Philippine Luz- 
viminda Dance Company. “Further- 
more, dancing is everywhere in the 
Philippines. It’s totally integrated 
into our society — we dance at 
every possible occasion.” 

What Gungab has done is plug in 
to this omnipresent dance tradition 
and approach it from a gay perspec- 
tive. He has not always been able to 
do this as openly as he now can 
with his GAPA dancers and audi- 
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ence. When, for instance, he pro- 
duced Mahal na Araw, based on the 
Filipino Lenten ritual, which con- 
tains episodes of flagellation and 
crucifixion, his Stockton audience 
may simply have seen the re-cre- 
ation of a religious ritual. But the 
homoerotic subtext would not have 
been lost on a gay audience. 

One of the first pieces Gungab 
created in 1990 for GAPA Dance 
was Indarapatra, based ona tale of 
the Muslims of Mindanao. The 
friendship of two prominent princes, 
Indarapatra (Gene Flores) and Ban- 
tugan (Dean Lacerna), gives them 
the strength to slay the monstrous 


~ dragon. The choreography, which 


emphasizes the loving relationship 
between the two men over the action 
of the tale, gives the story an unex- 
pected human and emotional dimen- 
sion. It goes beyond the man-kills- 
beast aspect of so much traditional 
male dancing. 

If Gungab has to change plot 
lines to give a myth new life, he will 
do so. In one Kalinga (a northern 
Philippine tribe) story, for instance, 
he switched a young warrior’s 
attraction from the chief’s daughter 
to his son. “I did not want to assign 
the ‘female’ choreography to a man, 
so I changed the courting dance into 
a contest between the two men.” 
This is less of a cop-out than it 
might appear. Anybody who has 
ever watched a traditional pas de 
deux might wonder what the middle 
section, the variation, is all about. 
What are these dancers doing alone 
onstage, showing off, in the middle 
of what is supposed to be a love 
duet? In fact, by their physical dar- 
ing and bravura display they are 
competing with each other for the 
audience’s favor. 

By changing perspectives, giving 
dances a Jungian twist, so to speak, 
people like Gungab are invigorating 
time-honored expressions that all 
too often have grown stale over the 
years. More is involved than just 
giving a voice to the gay point of 
view. We are beginning to look dif- 
ferently at men dancing. 


NEW PERSPECTIVES 

Male dancing exists in all societies, 
but until recently its expressive 
range has been natrow, usually 
restricted to demonstrations of 
physical feats associated with victo- 
ry celebrations. Real power trips, 
such dances reinforce stereotypical 
male behavior. 

In ballet the man is reduced to 
supporting the ballerina, and he usu- 
ally gets one chance to show just 
how high and fast he can jump. Ted 
Shawn’s valiant effort in the ’40s to 
make male dancing acceptable 
notwithstanding, modem dance’s 
face is still predominantly female. 
Even Paul Taylor’s men are best 
known for their athletic and exuber- 
ant romps and leaps. Male sensitivi- 
ty has found very few exponents. 
The fear of being labeled “a fag” 
kept many men from becoming 
dancers, and homophobia put a 
stranglehold on what audiences 
were willing to accept from male 
dancers. 

But now male dance ensembles 


like GAPA are popping up all over 
the place. It started a few years ago 
with the men of Contraband, the 
High Risk Group, Jon Weaver, and, 
most recently, Arturo Femandez 
and Neil Fonsecca’s Juntos. Joe 
Goode lovingly mocks “effeminate” 
gestural language; Tracy Rhoades 
dances his grief at the loss of his 
lover; Weaver revels in the homo- 
erotic poetry of Walt Whitman; 
Ricky Damell rages at our impo- 
tence in the face of AIDS. 

It’s as if the mushrooming night- 
mare of AIDS has exploded a pent- 
up burst of creative energy that is 
expressing itself in newly vigorous 
male dancing. For the gay dancers 
— and their audiences — it seems to 
have acquired a now-or-never 
urgency. 

Though very different aestheti- 
cally from one another, these new 
perspectives have changed the way 
we look at gender — and at all 
dance, whether we are gay, straight, 
or bi. Martha Graham once wrote 
that an audience should recognize 
itself in the “dancing body” in order 
to “realize something of the miracle 
that is the human being.” Graham 
might not have liked some of the 
specifics of these male ensembles, 
but she certainly would recognize 
that these dancers are creating out of 
their guts, as she did. Their sexuality 
is an integral part of their work, just 
as it was of hers. 

Mainstream audiences are slowly 
coming along because they are 
beginning to recognize the commu- 
nality of what is expressed — hence 
the many nods from the Cold Cash 
spectators. This is one reason why 
Gungab welcomed the idea to work 
with gay though Caucasian chore- 
ographer Jeff Friedman. “We have 
very strong support from within the 
Asian community because we are 
Community-based and we are fami- 
ly-based. So I thought it was time 
for us to reach out and collaborate 
with somebody like Jeff,” he said. 

Friedman, who has created most- 
ly solo work, was on the other hand 
attracted to the idea of having a six- 
person male ensemble at his dispos- 
al. “A purely selfish reason,” he said, 
laughing. “But when I went to Asia 
and New Zealand with ODC [with 
whom he danced until 1989] and got 
a chance to know the Polynesian 
people in particular, I became so 
impressed with their ability to travel. 
They would travel thousands of 
mniles in outrigger canoes, not to con- 
quer and control, but to develop a 
sense of who they are.” 

For GAPA, Friedman recon- 
ceived The Navigators, which he 
first had thought of as his quincen- 
tennial piece. With hula music by 
Patrick Makuakane, The Navigators 
charts the voyage of six travelers, 
exploring their sense of disorienta- 
tion and crisis until they come toa 
new land. Reaching out to one 
another, first in ones and twos, and 
then finally as a group, they create a 
new community for themselves. It’s 
a journey any audience, gay or oth- 
etwise, should be able to follow. @

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‘lam not an assassin’: Local rapper Paris is raising dialogue, not making death threats.

O AMOUNT OF record- 
Se ing I do could equal 
the vicious, devilish 
licies that have 


oppressed black America under the reign of George 
Bush.” Paris, sitting behind a big desk at his label, Scar- 
face, repeats his point for emphasis: “No record, no 
artistic expression of mine, could ever equal the record 
of George Bush.” 

For a man sitting in the eye of yet another censorship 
squall, Paris appears quite relaxed. With the release of 
and reaction to his second album, Sleeping with the Ene- 
my — and more specifically the songs “Bush Killa” (a 
fantasy about assassinating now lame-duck president” 
George Bush) and “Coffee Donuts and Death” (a fanta- 
sy about killing a police officer who rapes an African 
American woman) — Paris is in the media lineup with 
Ice-T, Sister Souljah, Tupac, and Public Enemy. Hip 
hop’s political, murderous fantasies are scaring people. 
And the media are painting Paris as the new bogeyman. 

But then Paris is usually at ease with himself — 
except when he’s onstage, where it’s his habit to either 
under- or overdo; he gets nervous. But not today, not 
hardly. His fax machine is active, this time spitting out 
copies of pages from the Village Voice and Washington 
Post. Paris’ woids or his face or commentaries about his 
ideals have appeared in the New York Times, the New 
York Post, the L.A. Times. He’s been on CNN, is gear- 
ing up for Rush Limbaugh’s syndicated show, and 
MTV and BET are after him for interviews. He sits 
there, undismayed, in a black knit cap, Fila sneakers, 
and black jeans. He’s got a black flannel work coat on 
over a gray sweatshirt and he wears no jewelry. 

“I am not an assassin and ‘Bush Killa’ is not an 


assassination attempt. I am a writer and a rap artist. It’s a 
song that imagines an assassination attempt,” he says. 
“It’s a character assassination.” 

“The Bush legacy is a genocidal legacy,” Paris con- 
tinues. “George Bush held the real power in this country 
for the last four years — for the last four years, the buck 
stopped with him.” Paris has stated that he wanted “to 
bait the Republicans” with his album so that he could 
interject his own agenda into the debates. He also 
believes that the stall put on his album “was a systematic 
attempt to delay the album until postelection.” 

The road to releasing Sleeping was, in fact, an almost 
endless obstacle course. First, Sleeping with the Enemy 
was to have been released in late summer by Tommy 
Boy Records. Robert Morgado, a Wamer Music execu- 
tive (Warmer owns Tommy Boy) blocked its release. 
Regarding Paris, Tommy Boy vice president Laura 
Hynes will only read a prepared statement from label 
chairman Tom Silverman over the phone: “Tommy Boy 
has returned Paris’ album Sleeping with the Enemy to 
him for independent release. Although we may not 
agree with everything Paris says on his album, we 
believe it is important for the artist to have his work 
heard as he intended it to be heard. Paris remains a Tom- 
my Boy artist.” 

Then Island head Chris Blackwell wanted to release 
Sleeping two weeks before the election on Island’s 4th 
& B’way Records. But Polygram — which owns Island 
and 4th & B’way — nixed Sleeping, according to Poly- 
gram CEO Alain Levy, who told the Washington Post 
that he had “grave doubts about the legality of many of 
the songs on the album... Strict legalities apart, we have 
to be sensitive to the current political climate in the 
United States, particularly in light of the Ice-T experi- 
ence.” 

On to Rick Rubin, of Beastie and Geto Boys fame, 
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who wanted to put Sleeping out on his own Sex label. 
But Warner, who also owns Sex, got wind of a deal in 
progress and blocked it. 

Or, as Paris puts it in his own three-page prepared 
statement, “Warner Music finds it much easier to flex on 
me than to stand up to the people who are putting pres- 
sure on them — the white police establishment, the reli- 
gious right, and the whole ‘family values’ crowd.” 

As happens in situations of outright censorship (the 
ACLU is way on Paris’ side and has issued a press 
release to that effect, citing cases and the whole nine 
yards) — the product being censored becomes a very 
hot commodity, regardless of its artistic merit. Paris, 
who released Sleeping with the Enemy on his own reac- 
tivated (with the “low six-figure” sum paid to him by 
Warner as damages for holding up his album’s release) 
Scarface Records has sold more than 100,000 copies 
since the album hit the stores on Nov. 23. It debuted at 
No. 23 on Billboard’s chart. Better than all that, the 
album is solid. 

“I’m pleased with the outcome,” Paris says. “The 
new album is more diverse, more direct, more pointed in 
the issues it addresses” than The Devil Made Me Do It. 
Indeed, Sleeping with the Enemy is the smatt, intense, 
musically incredible album Ice Cube’s recently released 
Predator could have been. 

Three years ago, Paris (a.k.a. Oscar Jackson Jr.) was 
unsigned. He was about to graduate (and did) in eco- 
nomics from UC Davis, where he had a radio show. He 
was then 22 years old and told this writer that he wanted 
to rap “because I have some things that I want to say 
about what’s going on with my people. And once you 
get on wax, you have the floor.” He arbitrarily picked 
the name “Paris” because he needed a pseudonym, and 
he and a friend named his fledgling company Scarface 
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Spring Courses

after watching the Al Pacino movie 
on videotape. 

Soon he had a 12-inch single 
called “Scarface Groove” and an 
album in the works, tentatively titled 
Sicker than AIDS. He eventually 
signed with Tommy Boy, released 
his album The Devil Made Me Do It 
and sold more than 250,000 records, 
not including the singles. 

For the last year and a half Paris 
has been working on Sleeping, travel- 
ing, and touring. One stop, in Cuba, 
brought a particularly auspicious 
meeting — with Fidel Castro. “Cuba 
was very interesting,” Paris says. “I 
also met Assata Shakur [a onetime 
revolutionary who has a song named 
after her on the new album]. 

“The people there love hip hop — 
they hear it on Miami radio waves — 
but they can’t buy it because of the 
trade embargo.” 

“Castro was very personable,” 
Paris says with a small smile. “He 
was happy to meet someone coming 
from the United States who had some 
sense — especially somebody 
young.” 

Paris, whose sur-moniker has 
been “The Black Panther of Hip 
Hop,” does have that: sense, He 
doesn’t need to be cool. He doesn’t 
play the “gangsta.” As far as he’s 
concemed, he’s living right and say- 
ing the right things — and it makes 
for peace of mind. A former member 
of the Nation of Islam, Paris says 
there is no animosity between the 
Nation and him. As a matter of fact, 
he plans to donate funds to “worthy 
organizations like the Nation and the 
Omega Boys Club.” For Paris, it’s all 
tied together. 

“As for the Black Panther Party, 
my views are consistent with theirs. 

A lot of Panther theory is based 
around Mao and the Cuban revolu- 
tion. Bobby Seale and Huey Newton 
were students of Elijah Muhammed. 

I believe in self-empowerment, self- 
determination, in respect for our 

own. I believe we’ve got to pay atten- 
tion to the way we relate to each other 
in male-female relationships.” 


When asked if blaming George 
Bush for African American ills is in 
line with self-determination, Paris is 
pragmatic. “Yes, we’ve got to hold 
those accountable, accountable. And 
then we’ve got to move on [because] 
the issue of reparations is not a realis- 
tic one. We are not going to have our 
own separate state as requested in the 
doctrines of the Nation of Islam. 
Only through ourselves will we gain 
economic and political power in this 
country.” 

Asked about the subservient place 
in which the Nation of Islam puts 
women, Paris says: “I have love and 
respect for NOI. At the same time, 
my ideologies may not be consistent 


~~ with theirs.” 


Do you think women are equal to 
men? 

“Yes,” he says, “why shouldn’t I? 
You come into consciousness with 
that like you do anything else.” 

Contrary to the media barrage, 
Sleeping does not begin and end 
with “Bush Killa.” The song is a 
cool one, but Paris’ “Think About 
It” is better. His reminiscent single 
“Days of Old” is jazzy and sure, and 
his two songs “House Niggas Bleed 
Too” and “Sleeping with the Ene- 
my” take Chuck D’s every-brother- 
ain’t-a-brother postulate to the next 
level. 

Stylistically, the album owes a lot 
to other artists — MC Breed, Tupac, 
and Gang Starr among them — but 
Paris’ co-option is more signifying 
than straight-up biting. The album 
makes The Devil Made Me Do It look 
like what it was: a decent debut, but 
only a hint of Paris’ potential. Sleep- 
ing, unlike Devil, is as danceable as it 
is resolute. : 

“I’ve worked long and hard to get 
this album out, and at this stage of the 
game, the larger issues must over- 
shadow the issue of free speech,” he 
says. “That issue is dwarfed by the 
issues being discussed on the album.” 

What are those larger issues? 


* “There is a program of genocide 


being implemented on black people. 
People say, ‘Prove it.’ I say, “Look 
around you.’ The black male’s life 
expectancy is decreasing while 


everyone else’s is increasing. One 
out of every four people with AIDS is 
black even though black people make 
up only 13 percent of the population. 
Ninety percent of the advertising of 
alcohol and cigarettes is directed 
towards black people — and that is 

ing to CNN. The rest are cen- 
sus figures. The black infant mortali- 
ty rate is double that of whites. There 
are more black men in jail than in col- 
lege. People will say, ‘Isn’t this a 
result of black people destroying 
themselves?’ I say it is a direct result 
of the socialization black people 
experience in this country.” Paris 
leans forward slowly and places 
loosely balled fists on the desk. He is 
earnest but not anxious. Serious, very 
serious for a 25-year-old. Paris 
speaks slowly; everything he says is 
crucial. 


“There has been an overall reduc- 
tion of rights and freedom from 
everyone who is not a rich white 
male. There have been attempts to 
end a woman’s right to choose. There 
have been several civil rights bills 
vetoed under the reign of George 
Bush. There has been a neglect of 
issues regarding health care — AIDS 
in particular. And if you want me to 
get off of black things in particular, 
there’s education, there’s the envi- 
Tonment.” 

Paris acknowledges that some of 
the steam is taken out of his attacks 
on George Bush now that Bush has 
been ousted by Bill Clinton — who 
got Paris’ vote. “I’m optimistic that 
the new administration will be better, 
but I can’t predict the future. But 
things can’t get worse.” 

lask Paris if he remembered 
Spike Lee’s statements on his return 
from South Africa — that nothing 
would be changed by a ballot over 
there, that it would probably have to 
be the bullet — and wonder if Paris 
thought the same went for the United 
States. 

“First of all,” he answers, leaning 
back, “black people don’t vote in this 
country, so we haven’t even tried 
that. Voting falls under “by any 
means necessary” — we have to use 
whatever is at our disposal.” @

thetic Magic. 

The band seems to have a fascination with the primi- 
tive. Frontwoman Margrit Eichler pillages the common 
currency of bare-bones traditional pop in search of buried 
treasure and pretty much finds it. The singer/songwrit- 
et/keyboardist can distinguish between the bland and the 
beautiful in folk/rock/blues/pop and create a bass and 
keyboard-driven sound that bridges the gap between what 
you hear on the radio and what sticks in your head. 

The title track begins with Eichler’s sultry vocals rocked 
back and forth on a stop-start bass line. This leads into a 
hummable refrain with some loopy, free-spirited lyrics: 
“I'd be sorry but there’s no time / I’ve been waiting to 
unwind/ All the cords that wrap around my arms and legs 
and hold me to the ground.” 

The language and Eichler’s delivery have a surreal 
edge to them. (What do you expect from a band whose 


ler’s songs have their own sexy, anxious take on inter- 
personal politics. “Our conversations are taxis rushing 
by / Barely missing our toes,” goes a line from “Hey, We 
Are Driving.” 

Musically, Eichler, guitarist Chris Martin, a bassist 
called Uncle Bobo, and drummer Bob Lurie give the tape 
a crisp, professional sound. And with studio-quality pro- 
duction by Robert Bob Geller, Eichler seems to be ahead 
of the game. 

Picture Joni Mitchell wandering out of jazz La-La Land 
into the ’90s club scene. Picture Edie Brickell backed by 
a band with funk/blues chops. Better yet, avoid unfair com- 
parisons and take this up-and-comer on her own merits. 

While two of the four songs on Sympathetic Magic 
lack the punch of the other half, it’s easy to imagine this 
evolving into a strong EP or LP.

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THE MOMMYHEADS e 
COMING INTO BEAUTY 
(SIMPLE MACHINES) 

Something there is that loves a 
Mommyhead. On their last 
record, you got a sense of unas- 
suming brilliance, a feeling that 
you'd walked into the bedroom 
of some lonely little 5-year-old 
genius just after nap time and 
caught him blowing luminous 
psychedelic bubbles through a 
broken plastic pipe. Somewhere 
in the quietly baroque arrange- 
ments and the naturalistic lyrics 
about cactus farms and barbe- 
cues, a pained emotion seemed 
to tremble. Like Holden Caulfield, 
vocalist Adam Cohen sounded as 
though he was impaled on beau- 
ty and could talk about it only 
through the most oblique 
metaphor or the sweetest 
melody. 

Coming into Beauty's higher 
production values and raised 
ambitions dampen this winsome- 
ness a bit. Beginning with a pre- 
wedding anxiety fest (“Wedding 
Day”), Beauty sounds like a big 
step out of the playroom, an elab- 
orate fantasia of confused young 
adulthood. The musical landscape 
rolls from early ‘60s Italian film 
sound track to sultry Middle East- 
ern groove to New Music weird- 
ness, all rendered in exquisite 
detail — not a guitar arpeggio or 
lilting vocal out of place. 

But I miss the 5-year-old. In 
this lusher setting, the ambigu- 
ous lyrics sound more like literary 
aspirations than intuitive word- 
spinning (“Brick” talks spiritual 
malaise in Virginia Woolf-ish 
shifts of perspective). And the 
tambourines, clarinets, and other 
exotica are somehow seductive 
without really tugging at my 
heartstrings. | have to wonder: 
What became of the waif-like 
savants of the early days who 
took the Lincoln Logs of a rock 
quintet and built a little Taj 
Mahal? Beauty is an enticing 
record and the Mommyheads still 
tremendously gifted craftsmen of 
avant-pop; it’s just hard to come 
into beauty without losing some 
cuteness.

“RAYMOND SCOTT ¢ RECKLESS 


NIGHTS AND TURKISH 
TWILIGHTS (COLUMBIA) 


The story of Raymond Scott is a trash-culture fan’s dream — the CD 
booklet alone almost justifies the album, Brooklyn-born of Jewish immi- 
grants, Scott (born Harry Warnow) is best known for “Powerhouse,”a 
screwball instrumental that made its way into dozens of Looney Tunes 
cartoons. In the late ‘30s, he led the popular Quintette (they performed 

on shows like Your Hit Parade) that played a lunatic stewpot of jazzy 
melodies spliced quickly into one another — “descriptive jazz” in his 


~ opinion, “pseudo-jazz” to music critics who hadn't yet learned to appre- 


ciate junk. Much of this music, a few years later, turned up as snippets in 
the animated sound collages of Warner Bros. music director Carl Stalling. 
But th-th-that's not all folks. Scott would go on to write jingles (clearly 
his natural medium), lead later versions of the Quintette through songs 
like “Casual Conversation at a Diplomatic Function,” pioneer multi-track- 
ing in the late ‘40s in his experimental recording studio, jam with Bo Did- 
dley at a 1958 A&R session, anticipate New Age in 1963 with the three- 
volume set of early synthesizer music (Soothing Sounds for Baby), and 
wind up working on a mad-scientist device called the Electronium in the ~ 
4970s as head of electronic-music research and development for Berry 


Gordy of Motown Records!!! 


Too bad that none of these later periods are represented tn this collec 
tion, which only offers the original Quintette recordings of proto-cartoon 
music. It’s all pretty entertaining, though hardly the revelation the better- 
curated Carl Stalling Project album of actual Bugs-stuff was in 1990. 
Compiler irwin Chusid, a DJ on New York's legendary underground sta- 
tion WFMU, deserves credit for bringing Scott’s wild story to our atten- 
tion. Still: Could the archaeologists of John Zorn & Co. already be scrap- 


ing the bottom of the barrel? 


Earlier this year, Dance Raja Dance, a mildly charming, easily forget- 
table collection of Indian film music brought forth by David Byrne’s Luaka 
Bop label, offered another version of the same syndrome. Why elevate

BEDLAM ROVERS e WALLOW 
(SPIRIT) 

It's been two years since the Bed- 
lam Rovers released their debut 
album, Frothing Green, and 
they've been steadily shedding 
their Celtic folk-rock shell, grow- 
ing into a more full-on rock band. 
Wallow mixes the folksy instru- 
mentation that dominated the first 
record into a more diversified 
bunch of songs. On “Bob the 
Mechanic,” Cindy Wiggington’s 
violin and guest Josef Brinkmann’s 
accordion laid into a sloshing bar- 
room melody. “Nevada” is a eulo- 
gy to a dying friend (“On the map 
there's a big grey square / They 
said don’t worry there’s no water 
down there”). “Big Drill” and 
“Scream” are the two best songs, 
both tales of frustration, the music 
building from quiet tension into a 
frenzied release. And when Car- 
oleen Beatty sings “! want to 
laugh but it’s not funny /1 want 
somehow to get out this scream,” 
the violin provides an edgy coun- 
terpoint to the confusion and 


anger in her voice. While folk-rock 
may not describe the Bedlam Rovers 
anymore, the violin still figures 
strongly in the band’s overall sound 
and Beatty sounds more confident 
and assertive than ever.

The last place | heard Sade was a 
recession-deserted Vegas parking lot, 
“Smooth Operator” lazily throbbing 
out over the hot concrete — and it 
seemed an apt end for such an icon of 
the distant 1980s, once sound-tracked 
by her briefly exhilarating fakery.

And despite the 
creamy, out-of-time packaging and 
title of Love Deluxe, Sade is still trying 
for that vague reflect-the-times aes- 
thetic that served her so profitably in 
the past. Only this time, she croons 
silkily about unemployment (“Feel No 
Pain”) and Somalia (“Pearls”), over 
doomy, bass-ed textures closer to the 
Cowboy Junkies than to Stan Getz. 

Sade herself is less the musical 
focus, absent altogether on the clos- 
ing instrumental and listed only as a 
band member on the sleeve. 

For the moment Sade’s strategy 
seems to be working, with the ele- 
gant gloom of Love Deluxe selling as 
well in the ‘90s as the elegant opti- 
mism of Stronger than Pride did in 
the ’80s. It’s just hard to imagine any- 
one living their lives to Sade now.

When fourth-generation San 
Franciscan Pearl Ubungen was a 
child, she commuted between 
her two Filipino grandmothers 
— one of them the first Filipino 
woman born in this Gty, the other 
a post-WWII arrival.

TIRE TEMPLE 


Chances are that when you think of 
uses for tires, featuring them as part 
of an art piece is not one of them. But 
artist Johanna Poethig has done just 
that in a project sponsored by the city 
of Oakland and the Ohana Cultural 
Center. Working with Cambodian 
children, Poethig has designed a tire 
temple to stand at the entrance to 
Ohana. The tire sculpture is mod- 
eled after the stuppa shapes of the 
centuries-old Cambodian temple 
Angkor Wat, and Poethig and her 
young artists have painted the stacked 
tires with snakes, monkeys, birds, and 
flowers, all part of traditional 
Cambodian imagery. Besides exper- 
imenting with recycling tires in an 
interesting and original way, the Tire 
Temple combines the colorful work 
of children while honoring and shar- 
ing their cultural heritage with the rest 
of the community.

PHOTOGRAPHY’ 


tt may sound funny today, but taking 
dear, sharp, detai-oriented photographs 
was once a radical concept. When 
Edward Weston, Ansel Adams, Imogen 
Cunningham, and others formed Group 


f.64 (named after the f-stop that gives the greatest depth of field) in an Oakland 
gallery in the late 1920s, photographic aesthetics still only mimicked the pictoricalism 
of painting. So when the de Young Museum presented the original Group f.64 show 
in 1932, it gave new energy and prestige to the medium of photography. In “Seeing 
Straight,” the Oakland Museum takes a historical look at this period, re-creating (for 
the first time) not only the original f.64 exhibit (which also included John Paul Edwards, 
Henry Swift, Alma Lavenson, Sonya Noskowiak, Willard Van Dyke, and others) but putting 
together selected photographs by others from the same period (Dorothea Lange, William 


Simpson, Peter Stackpole).

Musicals have always been tough for me to 
swallow. But Vincente Minnelli's An American 
in Paris is more than just pieced-together 
show tunes and fancy footwork. While the 
story is typical a boy-meets-girl romance, the 
wildly colorful sets, costumes, and chore- 
ography turn what could’ve been just a 
tired melodrama into a kooky psychedelic 
dreamscape. Gene Kelly plays an American 
artist living hand-to-mouth in Paris; rich Nina 
Foch decides to support him, but Kelly falls 
instead for Leslie Caron, who turns out to 
be French crooner Georges Guetary’s fiancée. 
The song-and-dance routines act like stream- 
of-consciousness fantasy trips through the 
characters’ minds — lavish, yes, but Minnelli 
keeps a comic edge to his surrealism. Ted 
Tumer has restored the original Technicolor 
to this 1951 dassic, taking special care with 
the film’s climax: an 18-minute ballet 
sequence.
